OFFICIAL MISUNDERSTANDING 


Ban Fmnclsco. May 5.— The authori¬ 
ties to-day held a conference relative 
to the food situation. All present 
agreed that rigid economy should be 
practiced In future distribution. Gen.

"I wn convinced that there Is regu¬ 
lar repeating and since thousands of 
men are reported to have obtained em¬ 
ployment. there should be a material 
reduction In the number of those en¬ 
titled to relief. 

"We have recommended the patron¬ 
age of cheap restaurants, which may 
be located throughout the city. They 
will be assured of support by tho 
working populudon and will greatly 
relieve the situation."

TRADERS' INSURANCE COMPANY 
IN RECEIVER S HANDS. 


CARRIED RISKS AMOUNTING TO 
$3,748,000. 


HAS AGENTS IN KENTUCKY. 


Chicago, May 6.—Byron L. Smith, 
president of the Northern Trust Com¬ 
pany. of thla city, was to-day appoint¬ 
ed receiver of the Traders* Insurance 
Company by Judge Julian Mack In the 
Circuit Court of Cook county. The ap¬ 
plication for the receiver was made In 
behalf of fifteen stockholders. Includ¬ 
ing John A. King, Clarence Bucking¬ 
ham, Charles L. Hutchinson, Abraham 
Poole, William C. Seipp and George 
St urges, some of them wealthy men. 

The,company is one of the largest 
fire Insurance companies In the West 
and its distress Is due to the heavy 
losses It sustained In the 8an Francis¬ 
co disaster, the amount of which was 
stated In the application for the receiv¬ 
er to be approximately $3,748,000. It 
was staied In the application that the 
asaets of the company will not exceed 
$3,300,000. In addition to this the com¬ 
pany is Indebted for fire losses and 
upon other claims to an amount aggre¬ 
gating $111,962. All of these losses tfre 
unpaid. The bonds of Mr. Smith os 
receiver were fixed at $2,000,000. 

It was know n yesterday that the com¬ 
pany was In trouble, but It was an¬ 
nounced and believed that the matter 
of Its heavy losses In San Francisco 
could be arranged by at) assessment 
against the stockholders. It was decid¬ 
ed that this assessment should be $200 
a share, and as the stockholders aro 
al! wealthy men it was believed that 
the trouble was at an end. To-day, 
howe\*er. some of the stockholders ob¬ 
jected to the assessment, and it was 
decided to place the company In the 
hands of a receiver. 

The company now has an aggregate 
amount of outstanding policies an; 
ing to $160,000,000. and the court was 
Informed that Its present unpaid losses 
exceed the total assets by more than 
$500,000. 

The officers of the company are: T. J. 
Lefens, president??. A. Rothermel. sec¬ 
retary. and 8. T. Collins, assistant sec¬ 
retary’ 

Immediately after the filing of the 
application for the receiver witih the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court, the at- 
terneys In the case entered the cham¬ 
bers of Judge Mack, both doors to the 
room were locked and bailiffs placed 
outside to guard against any Interfer¬ 
ence. After hearing the statements of 
the attorneys, which were to the effect 
that all of the allegations contained In 
the application for the receiver were 
true, the court appointed Mr. Smith 
as receiver and directed that the order 
should restrain the company from do¬ 
ing any business in the State of Illi¬ 
nois until after the termination of the 
receivership. 

$1,500,000 IN STATE. 

Local Agents Say Policyholders In 

Kentucky Will Be PUced In Other 

Companies At Once. 

Considerable local interest Is felt In 
the report of the appointment of a re¬ 
ceiver for the Traders* Insurance Com¬ 
pany. of Chicago, for the reason that 
this company has had representation 
bene for twenty-seven years, practical¬ 
ly ever since Its organisation. For this 
entire time Its agency has been in the 
hands of MnJ. G. P. Theobald, of the 
firm of Theobald. Coldeway A Relnecke. 

The local agent* had received no offi¬ 
cial confirmation of the receivership up 
to a late hour last night, but only 
knew of the failure through the press 
dispatches. MaJ. Theobald said: 

•'When I first heard the rumors of 
the company's failure I could not be¬ 
lieve It. beeriu*^ I had had such recent 
iu! vices that they would be able to 
weather the storm. Consequently I 
came to the conclusion that the reports 
were being circulated by unscrupulous 
people to do Injury to the company. 

"Only about ten days ago I received 
an official statement from the com¬ 
pany that the loss Jn San Francisco 
involved about 31.500.000 In risks, but 
as the loss was not complete. It was 
supposed matters could be adjusted on 
about a 70 per cent, basis. The com¬ 
pany's surplus was about $1,500,000 and 
It* capital $500,000. The loss, therefore, 
it was stated, might wipe out the sur¬ 
plus. but I was advised that the stock¬ 
holders had agreed to nettle all loses 
snd then stand an assessment to restore 
the surplus. 

"From the telegram* In the press it 
seems that at the last minute some of 
the stockholders refused to put up 
their pro nit a." 

On being asked about the Insurance 
carried in the State. MaJ. Theobald 
•aid:

"The Insurance Commissioner's re¬ 
port shows about $1,500,000 of risks car.

w'a* asked. 

"Yes. I gu**s that is about right." 
•aid Mr. Relnecke. the Junior member 
of the firm. 

"We will take care of all our policy¬ 
holders Immediately." continued MaJ 
Theobald, "placing them In other com- 
onles as rapidly as poestble We have 
ad several companies to volunteer to 
help us and a<llow* us full commission 
on the business placed 
"Do you think the Traders will at¬ 
tempt reorganisation?" was asked. 

"That I cannot say. but I know' this. 
The company has been working under 
Its original charter which was very 
rigid and which gave It v«ry little lati¬ 
tude. The last session of the Illinois 
legislature passed laws very much 
more favorable to the companies, more 
liberal In Its requirements and allowing 
greater variation In contracts. I know 
the Traders has been contemplating 
getting a charter under the now law 
and It may be that the directors 
thought that the appointment of a re¬ 
ceiver would facilitate the change. 

"I look for an official statement next 
w**k. and l believe It will be to the 
effect that the company can and will 
pay Its losses In full."

Bad Spots Near the Boots. 


The tlmbcrmen consider the felling of 
a tree pf tbla sort something to brag 
about, especially when the trunk Is 
large that seven or eight men can sit 
side by side In the cut fnade by tho 
axes without crowdiug. As already 
stated, bdwever, the trunk of a fallen 
fir does not represent Its entire length 
for the stump left Is sometimes over 
ten feet In highL 
This is due to a custom which the 
lumbermen In the Pacific Northwest 
have of hewing at a considerable dis¬ 
tance from the mots, It Is done for 
■ 

safety and t>» avoid hitting any decayed' 
spot which may be in the heart. 

Sometimes the largw* trees begin to 
decay in the cervtar at a point near 
the roots. The hod spot, as the lumber¬ 
man calls It. may become so large that 
perhaps only a rim of sound wood a 
foot or two In thickness, Is left next 
to the bark, but the fir is so tough and 
vigorous that this will support the 
great weight above It. 

When one of these big trees Is being 
cut town, unb-as borings arc made with 
augurs or other tools, the nxmoti cunuot 
tell Whether Hie heart Is decayed or 
not. If it should be they may cut away 
so much of ths sound portion that the 
tree will fall before they are ready. It 
may topple over in the wrong direc¬ 
tion and before the cutters and swamp- 
inen can get out of the way.

May Act Freely So Long As Fundamental Laws Are Not

Uatncxu will bo permitted to act freely

The big trees In the United States 
are not all In the show groves of Call- 
fomla by any means, although many 
people have the Idea that the sequoias 
are tho giants of American forests 
says the Portland Ciregonlan. It is 
true that they are largest In circum¬ 
ference, but many of the red firs 
around Puget sound grow* so high that 
they measure 32i feet from the point 
where they were cut to the topmost 
branch. They were really eight or ten 
feet longer. because measured only 
along ihe fallen trunk. 

Such is the stxe of the red fir In some 
parts of the Slat© of Washington that 
timbers for bridge* 15# feet In length 
huve been sawed from a single trunk, 
while ship s|*ar* over 1<X» feet long are 
frequently tnkon from them They arc 
far more graceful and symmetrical than 
the sequoia, their admirers say. fpr the 
reason that being smaller around at 
the bottom they taper upward more 
gradually. 

The sequoia, such a* Is seen In the 
big tree grove in Mariposa county. 
California, bulges out for seventy-five 
or 100 feet from the ground up. which 
give* It a bulky and ungainly appeor- 
m.ce compared with th*- fir But this 
bulge Is so large that some of the tree* 
have holes cut through them In the 
form of arch*« big enough to allow u

'•■inns dmwi tn the wrong place »t is 
liable 1 to make trouble, crushing down 
smaller tr* *-8 which m *v bf In the way, 
and hurling branches in all directions 
by the tremcnd<*us furc* of the fall. It 
Is also eajrier work to cut uhh the ax 
If a man has something springy to 
Htand upon Instead of the solid ground 
Notches arc* made In the trunk and 
board* driven Into these, upon which 
the tfitmrn stand while they arc making 
the undercut. Standing six or eight 
ft**t above the ground on this frail sup¬ 
port. two men who know* how to han¬ 
dle th**^- axe* wilt soon open up a gn*h 
In the trunk, In which half a dozen 
people cun find seats. 

As a result of this method of getting 
out timber the waste is enormous. Gov¬ 
ernment forestry experts, who have in¬ 
vestigated the logging Industry m 
Washington and Oregon, calculate that 
only about <10 per cent, of the timber 
available for building and other pur¬ 
poses Is actually sent to the sawndt!. 
Over 80 per cent, fit for lumber is left 
In the wiiodtand, either tn the stumps 
or the branches, which could also bo 
cut into boards rind plunklng. 

There Is enough wood In some of the 
!arg«tr stumps to build a small cottage, 
if it were secured, bul the 'forests are 
so vast and the trees *o targe that the 
lodgers leave much of the small tlm- 
w or use It for skid ways on which to 
haul the bigger logs to the railroad or 
timber boom. When a settb-r clears 
his land for farming there is a saying 
that he sometimes burns its coat in the 
timber left on It by the loggers, which 
goes up in smoke. 

• • • 

Temporary Homes In Stumps. 

It Is due to. these wasteful methods 
of cutting down the great forests, es¬ 
pecially in Washington, that some of 
the settlers 11%’e tn tree*, so to speak. 
Where the tree* have been cut off in 
the foothill country and In the valleys 
near Pug* t sound the region Is called 
the logged-off land. 

The soil is fertile, so thal t< wilt pro¬ 
duce good crops of grain and vege¬ 
tables, and orchards can be planted on 
ll. but as U is dotted with stumps the 
problem of clearing It entails not a lit¬ 
tle labor as well as expense. Such land 
ran he bought for a very small price 
compared with land which Is entirely 
clear of the stump* and trees. 

The people who art taking up th 
logged-off lands are usually accus¬ 
tomed tu getting along in a small way 
and do not mind living In rather 
crowded quarters, so quite frequently 
one of the biggest stumns will be kept 
for a tern para ry home. After the tree 
hos been cut down. If the heart «>f the 
stump I* rotten, exposure to the 
weather rapidly Increases the decay, 
so that In a few years It mny become 
merely a Shell with the outside only.a 
few inches In thickness. 

Then It is an easy mutter to cut a 
hob* In one end for a door and two or 
three small hides for windows, to clean 
out the inside, to cut down an udj«- 
rnt cedai and split it Into shingles for 
! roof and the house t* ready f ir oc¬ 
cupation when the stove, dishes and 
furnitur* are put in. A trunk fifteen 
feet in diameter will give a surprising 
amount of mom. Some of them con- 
J tain nearly 160 square feel. 

If the stump is so sound that it would 
tie too big a Job to cut away the Instdc 
[of It the settler sometimes uses one 
**nd for a wall of his house, placing 
logs or planks against It and making 
u sort of roof lean-to. whl^h Is covered 
with shingles or boards. Then he mills 
some cleats against the sides of the

Makeup Is an art In Itself. Many 
bad actors have an excellent under¬ 
standing of the subject, while there are 
good actors who go awry on their 
makeup. But some of the best on the 
stage have a keen makeup Instinct. 
They have the faculty of blending the 
makeup with the attributes of the 
characterization they portray, and they 
never fall to create a complete Illusion. 
Sir Henry Irving was an adept at this. 
Every detail of his makeup stood out 
prominently and harmonized with the 
little mannerisms, attributes of his 
characterization. 

"While there nr© men on the stnge 
who are masters of every detail of 
their makeup, there are some upon 
whom only a portion will hang well. 
For Instance, some actors wear a wig 
artistically and pride themselves in 
making this a becoming feature of 
their embodiment. Bertha Gnlland. as 
Dorothy Vernon, wore a red wig and 
wore it well and boasted of the fact. 
A wig sets upon the head of some 
actors like a silk tile upon a scare¬ 
crow in a cornfield. H© who has mas¬ 
tered the details of his makeup will 
acquire a reputation for realism. 

“The average- layman has only a 
vague knowledge of the art of makeup. 
The general Impression prevails that 
the black-faced comedian suffers more 
Inconvenience than the white-faced 
man. but, on the contrary, the man be¬ 
hind the burnt cork mask has less to 
worry him than the musical comedian. 
Considerable sympathy Is usually ex¬ 
pressed by an audience for a minstrel 
performer early In the season when 
the thermometer soars high, but the 
very thing that seems to warm up the 
performer acts as a medium to cool 
him.

It comes off very easily, 
and. being black, the washer spares no 
energy in getting every particle from 
his face.

OLD AND NEW MEET. 


Whlte-hairod graduates who left the 
well-loved university In the days when 
the memory of Thunas Jefferson. Its 
founder, was greener If not more, re¬ 
vered than now. mingled with the 
younger alumni and friends of the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia last r.lght at the 
Broadway Baptist church, where the 
institution's first president, the Rev. 
Dr Edwin A. Alderman, delivered a 
lecture on "The South and Some of 
Her Needs." and laicr at the Tavern 
Club, where forty of the alumni sat 
down to a banquet nnd listened to 
toasts of the old and the new. 

Dr. Alderman was Introduced by the 
Rev. Carter Helm Jones, pastor of the 
church ttnd an alumnus of the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia. In his remarks 
Dr. Jones referred to the reverence 
with whkh every student of the uni¬ 
versity holds the memory of the greit 
Virginian who contemplated and later 
realized the being of the greatest edu¬ 
cational factor of the £outh 

I>r. Alderman prefaced his address by 
paying an eloquent tribute to the Amer¬ 
ican people. "This Is a nation,” he 
said. In substojvce. "that has the dis¬ 
tinction of b Ing at once Just, happy, 
rich and free nnd more than this no 

Other nation In the world can claim.” 

• • • 

Homage To Southerner. 

In the fiery* >*et graceful eloquence of 
the finished orator. Dr Alderman paid 
handsome homage In the Southerners 
of the old and new school. Ho *utd 
that the Southerner who had just 
reached citizenship when the Civil War 
began is Just now coming Into his own 
In the days previous to th.» terrible 
times of the nation’s greatest catastro¬ 
phe, culture was next to Ignorance and 
aristocracy touched arms with democ¬ 


racy. Out of these two forces com¬ 
bined and amalgamated, said the 
speaker, has come the most powerful 
yet perhaps the smallest political force 
the country has ever known. 

Marking the men of the earlier time, 
he explained, wo* not only^ a high 
public spirit, but a sense of right and 
Justice, a lofty personal plane and a 
spirit of honor that hss never been 
surpassed. This, he declared, ha* been 
true from the time of John C. Calhoun 
to that of Samuel Tllden. and In the 
life of no Southern gentleman of pub¬ 
lic character ha* there ever been ex¬ 
hibited sordidness or meanness. Dr. 
Alderman compared such men as Ed¬ 
mund Burke and on through a long 
line of famous characters back to the 
time of Demosthenes, than whom no 
wriser men or better gentlemen ever 
lived, but who. In all their magnificent 
legacies to humankind, did not surpass 

the typical Southerner.

South’s Part In the Nation. 


It was the Southerner who mode the 
union of the 8tates Into the great and 
powerful nation if* l* to-day. he said, 
and In proof he cited the lives of Wash¬ 
ington, Jefferson. Calhoun and John 
Marshall, all Virginians, adding that 
renowned Kentuckians, perhaps, stood 
second in the part ployed In moulding 
this people.- 

These men. Including the illustrious 
names of Abraham Lincoln and Daniel 
Boone, have given the nation Its 
strength, he anld. and they were men of 
Ideas, Ideas which w r orked for the sound 
foundation of the Government. “They 
were stead fast and true." raid Dr. 
Alderman, "but tho country rebelled at 
their advanced ideas and opinions and 
their efforts failed for the time.*’ 

"Loyalty and enthusiasm arc the pre¬ 
dominating characteristics of the 
South. There the questions that were 
asked In the olden clays, when a man’s 
worth was to be measured, wore: ha* 
he shown bravery In battle?, has he 
suffered and borne his suffering with 
fortitude?. Is ho free from sordnlness? 

and has he faith In mankind?"

Spirit of Romanticism. 

Dr. Alderman dwelt long aijd lovingly 
on the spirit of romanticism that has 
ever pervaded the South: his descrip¬ 
tion of the ideal Southerner, who lias 
embodied in him all that Is chivalrous, 
brave, true and admirnblo "It lx ihls 
spirit of romanticism," said the speak - 
j er. "nursed carefully by the Mouth- 
I erners, that has performed a high ser¬ 
vice to the whole country In preserving 
! the best American traditions and traits 
| of character The nation's soul has been 
bettered by the old atmosphere of home 
, life, so sacred In the South, and the 
'pure social conditions that hove spretd 
I the fame of the South throughout the 
i length and breadth of the land.'*

Tribute To Womanhood. 

Harking back to the birthplace of 
rhls spirit. Dr. Alderman again gave 
I free rein to a masterful command of 
English and ascribed the source vf all 


that Is good In his typical Southern 
gentlemen to the mother* of that land. 
“There," he said, “motherhood 1* pur¬ 
est and most uplifting. It 1* the 
mother who inculcates In her child, 
from Infancy on up through hi* ma- 
turer yeans, the gentlemanly trait* 
and this ha* ever been especially true 
In dhe country of which Virginia Is 
the keystone. Thus It was that rhe 
youth of* that section w'as reared to 
the hlghiaK standard of manhood until 
1862.

Chicago. May 5.—A. special from 
Livingston, Mont, to the Chronicle 
says: An expedition I* being organised 
to begin & systematic search for the 
"Lost Cabin" mine, long famed In tra¬ 
dition u* bring a gold mine of fab¬ 
ulous richness, but the exact location 
of which ho* been lost through the 
death or disappearance of all of those 
who were In the secret. Now. however. 
It 1* stated thot the original chart 
showing It* location, which wo* driwn 
In 1865 by a Crow’ chieftain and pre¬ 
sented to a citlxen of Bozeman under 
promise that no effort would be made 
to And the wealth contained In the 
mine until after the Indian* had left 
their home* on the upper Yellowstone, 
ha* been discovered. Those who say 
they hove seen the chart naturally are 
reticent os to the exact location of tho 
mine, but assert they are positive that 
at last the long-hidden secret 1* to bo 
reveal ed. 

The ”Lo«t Cabin" mine ha* caused a 
dozen different stampede* In tho min¬ 
ing history* of the 8tatc of ICoot 
and should the present expedition be 
successful there undoubtedly would be 
another and greater one. All evidence, 
whether based on tmdltlon dr on facts 
known to older resident* of the State, 
p-'tr.t* to a mine of exceeding richness. 

The history of the search for the 
mine Is full of romance and tragedy. 
In the early days when knowledge of 
it first camo to the white men the 
Mountain Crow* occupied a vast em¬ 
pire extending from Mnndnn on the 
<*a*t to Bozeman on the west, and from 
the Platte river to the far Canadian 
north. Few whites except those who 
followed Brldger and Boxemnn from 
the Black hills In 1864 had ever pene¬ 
trated thl* region. That the Indians 
had somewhere In thl* extensive re¬ 
gion—an nreu $00 mile* east und west 
by 1,600 north and south—one or more 
gold mine* was well known to the 
pioneers of Montana. The chart given 
to the resident of Bozeman by tho 
friendly Crow chief was verified a year 
or so later by the discovery of a party 
of prospectors. 

A lone prospector stopped at Boze¬ 
man en route to Alder Gulch (or Vir¬ 
ginia City) for a stock of provisions. 
He told of finding gold on a tributary 
of the Yellowstone; that he and hi* 
companion* had built a cabin and %vere 
taking out about $2,000 a day from 
their xlutce boxes and that the gold- 
bearing sand was apparently inex¬ 
haustible. He refused to give any more 
definite idea of ths location of the tind. 
buf promised on hi* return to obtain 
the consent of his companions to make 
known the location of their El Dorado. 
He set out from Virginia City with 
seven pack horses loaded with pro¬ 
vision* and w u* never ttetn hero asalu.

The comer stone of the new flfteen- 
story building of the Lincoln Savings 
Bank, In process of construction at 
Fourth and Market streets, will be laid 
with appropriate ceremonies at noon 
Tuesday. May 8 - 

A copper box, 4x6x12 Inches, con¬ 
taining Interesting documents and con¬ 
temporary records will be imbedded In 
the concrete pier at the southeast cor¬ 
ner of the building. 

This pier is one of the thirteen pier* 
composed of Portland cement on which 
the steal structure will be founded. Five 
single ami fight double piers extend 
thirty feet below the surface of the 
street to a gravel bed on which the 
piers will rest. The piers consist of 
three sections. The base of each sec¬ 
tion being twelve, ten and eight feet 
respectively and they are practically 
of the same composition as the old Ro¬ 
man walls, which have stood the rav¬ 
ages of time for centuries, except 
gravel will be used In the cement hi¬ 
nt ead of the cobblestones used by the 
Romans. 

A metal cap. smaller than the pier, 
surmounts It, and outside this cap, five 
or six Inches from the external sur¬ 
face* of the Pier, the copper box will 
be Imbedded. 

A tablet on the Interior of the wall 
of the bank will tell posterity of the 
. location of the box. so that when the 
building Is eventually destroyed, the 
r*?ci'ptacle and documents can be re- 
| covered without Injun*. There has 
been considerable speculation as to the 
time this building will endure. 

An official of the bank said yester¬ 
day: "Barring destruction by Are. 

earthquake or tornado the building 
should stand 500 yean*, and we are tak¬ 
ing precautions to protect it by making 
it Art* proof. We are also now waiting 
for a report from 8 on Francisco as to 
the relative stability of steel anil con¬ 
crete structures, as demonstrated by 
their r. *i-tan. *' t<. Um recent earth¬ 
quake. Our plans will be modlAed If 
necessary by the result* of our investi¬ 
gations, for we are In the earthquake 
zone. aa is shown by the severe shock 
of mi."

Judge Q'Doherty yesterday at Join 
session dented the application of John 
Smith for a writ of prohibition agnltit*’ 
Judge John McCann. of th» 
Police Court, to prevent hi 

trial before that tribunal o. 

the charge of stealing water fr«*; 
the hydrunts of the Louisville Wale 
Company. Smith Is a water cart drlvei 
of Robert Wlemer, who la In contro¬ 
versy with the water company over 
certain alleged discrimination again*! 
him In the sale of water. 

The plaintiff had raised the question 
that the water company had ceased to 
exist as a corporation on May 28. 1807. 
but Judge O’Doherty ruled that even 
If this contention were admitted. 11 
would have no effect upon I he l?<su» 
raised by the application for the writ. 
The city as owner of the water com¬ 
pany, he found, would nevertheless 
have the right to prosecute Smith on 
the charge of stealing water. 

Judge O'Doherty also declared that 
water, when taken from Its natural 
channel, became personal property, and 
was a subject of larceny.' 

Denies Separation From Husbind. 

Annie A. Dewceae sued the Fidelity 
Trust Company to compel the defend¬ 
ant -to pay her the rant received from 
the Farmers' Tobacco Warehouse at 
the southeast corner of Twelfth and 
Main streets. The property formerly 
belonged to C. Dow ©esc. father of the 
Plaintiff's husband. James S. Deweese. 
In 1891 he deeded the warehouse to 
the Fidelity with the provision that It 
should be held in trust and that the 
rents, after certain other claims had 
been paid, be turned over to Mrs. De¬ 
weese so long as she lived with or re¬ 
mained the widow of his son. 

The plaintiff says that the Fidelity 
now refuses to pay these rents to hor 
because of a temporary separation ex¬ 
isting between herself and husband. 
She denies that this separation con¬ 
stitutes an abandonment of her hus¬ 
band. hut Is only at Intervals on ac¬ 
count of extended visits she has made 
her mother In Illinois, and In order to 
educate her daughter there. The re¬ 
fusal lo pay her these rents, the peti¬ 
tion says. Is on account of this *cpara- 
tton and "because of some unpleasant 
Jar* between herself and husband." 
For these reasons the Fidelity claims 
that the plaintiff had at one time 
ceased to live with her husband.

They arc In the heart of the Rhetngau 
—the land of “the wine of the vine 
benign** —but a glance will serve to 
show how much man's Ingenuity and 
Industry have been called upon to sup¬ 
plement the scanty natural aid In mak¬ 
ing this land of sunshine what It Is. 
Cultivation the steep side* of these 
Rhenish hilt* would have been Impos¬ 
sible had they not been terraced Into, 
hanging gardens. Thousands of miles 
of cemented wall*, from eight to 
twenty feet In height, hold the soil 
that would otherwise b«» washed Into 
the river by the first rainstorm. From 
bank to cllffrbrow the terraces rise. 
In places thirty or fhrty vfn©-clad step*, 
perhaps no more than twenty-live f *ct 
wide, to the summits on either side; 
and sometimes the slope Is so precipi¬ 
tous that the soil In which the vines 
are planted has to be kept In bn«kets 
to retain It.* after being carried up 
the hill* upon the shourders of the 
laborer*.

Each turn of It* ever-winding 
course will face a mosa-dr/iped castle, 
whose Ivied casements once framed the 
figure* of men*and women famous as 
long as history A/id romance remain. 
The steamer is supposed to start from 
IJIdbrlch and nail to Cologne, carry¬ 
ing tourist*. But. to one dowered 
with Imagination and the sense of 
beauty, those things are unreal. The 
boat Is like Lohengrin's, swan-drawn; 
beneath It. In the river's changeless 
depths, lies the Rhelngold: on the 
rhadowy heights Siegfried wfvos Brun- 
hlide; the-breese Is stirred by the ride 
of th© Valkyries, far out of mortal 
vision overhead, and the Journey Is to¬ 
ward the Twilight of the Gods. 

It Is not only that the natural beauty 
of the Rhine is unsurpassed on earth. 
It Is not only that history, legend and 
romance ar© commingled here as they 
are now'here else In such exquisite en¬ 
vironment. The charm of the Rhine 
Is too deep and too abiding for even 
such explanation. It is a* Inexplica¬ 
ble as the chnrm of thr* Lorelei's song. 
Many a day will be fondly cherished In 
memory by the pilgrims from Ken¬ 
tucky as rhc*y Journey homeward. But 
their day upon the Rhine will be their 
day of days; and. If they would not 
eh<*ioe the Rhetngau for their life's 
abiding place, their sole excuse may be 
CWllde Harold’s:

notwithstanding these things, what waa 
to keep them from refusing arbitration? 
What was to keep them from giving 
out Incendiary statements? What was 
to prevent them from showing a bully¬ 
ing. petty disposition? What, in short, 
was to hinder them In behaving Just as 
contemptibly ns the operators? Instead, 
they offered suggestions and made 
propositions which, whatever might 
have been the merits of the contro¬ 
versy. convinced the majority of peo¬ 
ple that they were acting In good faith. 
Their frankness, their willingness to 
accept arbitration, their whole conduct 
gave the Impression that they were sure 
of their case, and. therefore, felt no 
hesitancy In intrusting it to the Judg¬ 
ment of a disinterested tribunal. 

As for the questions of wages, the 
recognition of unionism and the others 
that were involved In the struggle at 
the outset, the right may or may not 
have been on the side of the operators; 
howe ver, that may have been, the fact 
remains that the operators have come 
out of the affair as discredited vic¬ 
tors. Their loss of prestige in this con¬ 
flict will noi help their cause In the 
future. 

The British Educational Bill. 

With the exception of the proposition 
to revert to protection, no question was 
so prominent at the last election In 
Great Britain as the education act of 
1902. The British have had a great 
deal of trouble with their education 
laws, owing to the demands made for' 
the teaching of religion. When nearly 
all the people of a country are agreed 
on matters of religion such a question 
gives little trouble. Where they ore 
divided Into hostile camps, there Is al¬ 
ways controversy. The number of peo¬ 
ple who desire to have their particular 
brand Of religion taught at the public 
expense is always large, and there Is 
certain to be resistance to this among 
others. 

The education act of 1902 was a com¬ 
plicated measure, but the Nonconform¬ 
ists held that It gave advantages to the 
Established Church which were con¬ 
trary to the genius of free Institutions. 
Many of them refused to pay the rates, 
or local taxes, because they aver© to be 
used, as they said, for sectarian pur¬ 
poses. When the Liberals came in with 
a great majority at their back It was 
a foregone conclusion that they would 
try to pass through the Commons a 
new education law. The chief ques¬ 
tion, to be sure, was that of the tariff, 
but the Liberals simply resisted a 
change of policy on that subject, and 
hardly any change of legislation was 
necessary. On the other hAnd. the sub¬ 
ject of education required affirmative 
legislation. The Tory law of educa¬ 
tion could not be repealed without sub¬ 
mitting something else In Its place. 

The new education bill was intro¬ 
duced by Mr. Augustine Berrell, Min¬ 
ister of Education, nnd Is Intended to 
make the schools supported at public 


by the other side Is not therefore sup¬ 
ported, since It Is purely voluntary 
whether the owners of the buildings 
will rent them to the State or not. 

It is admitted that It will be hard 
to specify any sort of religious Instruc¬ 
tion which will meet with the approba¬ 
tion of $11 the rate payers. Upon this 
point the supporters of the bill are 
harder pressed than any other. Some 
of them are really opposed to any 
teaching of religion nt public expense. 
But they say that practical politicians 
must accept the trend of public opinion, 
and that there is in the country a tre¬ 
mendous preponderance of opinion In 
favor of some religious teaching, but 
against that most desired by any par¬ 
ticular denomination. However, It Is 
argued that some sort of compromise 
Is Indispensable. 

There are those who rely on the 
House of Lords to defeat any educa¬ 
tional bill that may pass the Commons. 
The House of I*ords is always Tory. 
an|! In certain matters Is pretty apt to 
veto Liberal measures which come to 
it. Nevertheless, the House of Lords 
Is quite aware of the feeling Against It 
In the country and la not always will¬ 
ing to take a decided stand against 
what appears to be clearly the wish of 
the majority of the people. However, 
there are many that do not believe 
that the House of Lords may be relied 
on to defeat the Berrell bill. There will 
be much pressure, no doubt, to Induce 
the Lords to ‘throw it out." as the 
phrase Is. but if they do so their action 
will create a great deal of excitement 
It Seems, nevertheless, that the new 
education bill will give a pretty thor¬ 
ough test of the ability of the party 
In power to hold together and to per¬ 
fect legislation.

If secret privilege* such as re- 
batet are good things for trusts and 
trusts are such terrible things for the 
people, why stop at putting an end to 
rebates? The protective tar^f Is the 
greatest friend the trusts have. It 
legalizes their robbery. Under Its op¬ 
eration they may plunder to their 
heart*' content with never a fear of 
Commissioner Garfield, the process 
server, or anybody else. “Protection'' 

Is so vicious that rebates look like 
haloes In comparison. 

If “free alcohol*' !«• a good thing for 
the people because it Is a bad thing for 
the Oil Trust, which Is a bad thing for 
the public, why would not other “free" 
commodities be good things for th© 
people because they would be bud 
things for other trusts, which are bad 
things for the public? 

If “free*' building material would be 
a good thing for San Francisco, why 
wouldn't It be a splendid thing for oth¬ 
er cities, towns, hamlets, villages, 
cross-roods and farms? 

In short. It the President and his as¬ 
sociates desire to smite the trusts and 
give everybody a chance, establish the 
principles of “the square deal" through¬ 
out the country and bring the greatest I expense secular as far as possible The 


good to the greatest number, w'hy do 
they trifle and temporize? Why do 
they not take up their guns and bring 
dow n Protection and put an end to the 
most pernicious varmint of all?

Is Germany Backing Turkeyf 
The dispute between Great Britain 
and Turkey over Egyptian boundaries, 
which now approaches an acute stage 
may end as all former disputes between 
the two have done—by the Sultan s 
"giving In" at the last moment; but In 
some British quarters the situation Is 
considered to be grave. And why? Be 
cause they suspect the Kaiser of being 
up to rome of his old tricks; In this case 
his alleged trick being to make Tur¬ 
key h catspaw with which to annoy 
Great Britain. 

This suspicion Is the outgrowth of a 
British habit of mind. The majority 
of English people, and not without 
cause, regard Germany as the one big. 
aggressive European competitor of 
their Government, and when anything 
happens to clog up the wheels of their 
diplomatic machinery, they begin at 
once to look for a German Interference. 
Utterances of the Kaiser in the past 
have furnished grounds for the habitual 
suspicion, to say nothing of some of 
the Kaiser's performances. 

In a paper In the Nineteenth Century' 
and After, a British writer dis¬ 
cusses quite frankly Anglo-German re¬ 
lations. He wrote the article before the 
Egyptian question had been brought 
to the front by Turkey, and his re¬ 
marks contain no allusion to that crisis, 
hut what he says Illustrates plainly 
enough the average British attitude 
toward Germany, and furnishes 
striking exposition of the causes which 
lead to the prevailing suspicion that 
in the Egyptian matter. Germany is 
“the nigger In the w’oodplle." The case 
could scarcely be put more bluntly than 
this: 

“Germany is not only preparing her- 
scCf with fevertrh haste for a naval strug¬ 
gle with Great Britain, hut she endeavors 
at the same time to weaken this country 
by bringing It Into collision with other 
countries, by undermining our economic 
strength, and by alienating the colonies 
from the motherland. All these attempts 
of Germany must be duly weighed In 
gauging the future development of Ang¬ 
lo-German relations. 

“It may be Asserted, without fear of 
rontradlc.tlon, that Germany made the 
South African war. Had Germany not 
sedulously cultivated the Boer connection, 
encouraged Boer ambitions, and flattered 
Mr Kruger to the top of hls bent, the 
Transvaal war would not have occurred. 
The South African war cost us 251.000, • 
000 1., and we may thank Germany fur the 
loss of that enormous sum." 

As a further picture of the conse¬ 
quences of German ambition and Brit¬ 
ish vigilance, the writer proceeds: 

“The record of facts shows the oourse 
of pot Icy with regard to this country upon 
which Germany haa entered, and no dec¬ 
laration of sympathy and regard on the 
part of Germany can alter or explain 
away these facts. Therefore the tension 
between Great Britain and Germany Is 
bound to Increase, and to increase to the 


a wide range in various countries, that 
In Brazil. $1 44 a quart, being the high¬ 
est. Russia comes next with ninety- 
one cents u quart, and the United 
States third with sixty-six and two- 
thtrds cents. Great Britain pays but 
fifteen cent*, while Italy and Japan, 
with five and six cents respectively, 
have the lowest of the thirty-one coun¬ 
tries Importing It. Tho United States 
Is now' consuming about 4.500.000 quart 
bottles per annum, the customs duties 
on which going Into the Treasury Ap¬ 
proximate $3,514,000 a year. Great Brit¬ 
ain Imports almost double this amount, 
and drinks more Imported champagne 
than any other nation. The United 
Slates ranks second, and Russia third 
as champagne drinking nAtlons. while 
Belgium consumes more, per capita, 
than any other nation, nnd the Scandi¬ 
navian States are second In thAt re¬ 
spect. France, according to the Gov¬ 
ernment reports, consumes a larger 
amount than any other country, but 
the greater part of It Is of a cheap 
quality, made from the last pressings 
and other refuse of the grapes which 
cannot be used In the expjrt trade. 

The quantity of champagne sold from 
the Rhelms district to all the countries 
of the world averages about 29.000,009 
quarts a year. There is no Government 
lax on the wine In France, and yet a 
bottle of champagne at one of the ho¬ 
tels In Paris will cost about the same 
as In New York. London. 8t. Peters¬ 
burg or Rome. Another feature is that 
It Is probably the only commercial com¬ 
modity that does not fluctuate In either 
the w holesale or retail price. It is the 
same this year as It was one year, five 
years or ten years ago. The crop of 
champagne grapes may be much short¬ 
er In some years than others, but this 
does not In the least affect the price, as 
grapes are a secondary consideration 
In the concoction of the stuff known as 
modem champagne. 

The district In France Jn which the 
champagne grape grows Is very lim¬ 
ited. being oonfined to the territory of 
which Rhelms Is the principal city, com¬ 
prising about 45.0C0 acres or seventy 
square miles. The soli consists of clay, 
chalk and sand. Ill adapted for other

Forty Prisoners Starved 
Themselves to Death. 


Girl Assassin's Speech Before Tri¬ 
bunal Which Condemned Her, 
Tells Tale of Dishonored 
Womanhood. 


Wanted Poor, Consumptive 
Boy Liberated. 


Sufferer Die3 and Hunger 
Strike Is Failure. 


HARROWING MOSCOW STORY. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal 1 

St Petersburg. April 25.—Forty po¬ 
litical prisoners starved themselves to 
death and Into straight Jackets respect¬ 
ively for love of a comrade, without 
benefiting that poor unfortunate. It 
happened at the Moscow political pris¬ 
oners’ depot, and the Czar, Government 
and society are no less exercised over 
the dreadful occurrence than the people 
and the revolutionists The prisoner 
w hom bis comrades tried to succor was 
a six teen-year-old boy named Ivan Zar- 
poff. a consumptive. When hls com¬ 
rades learned that he was dying and 
wanted hls mother, they sent word to 
the Governor that Ivan must be re¬ 
leased lest all starve themselves to 
death—a hunger strike, the last re*>rt 
of the victims of Russian political 
tyranny. 

• • • 

Governor's Promises. 

The Governor tried to argue with the 
prisoners. He would lay the request 
before the court; he would even see 
that the request be sent to the Czar. 
“Meanwhile." replied the prisoners, 
“you can save money by pocketing the 
appropriations for our food. We will 
not eat or drink until Ivan is with hls 
mother."

rp THE NILE. 

T HE dream of many years has 
come true. Wo are moving 
(southward) up tho Nile. Like 
busy sand files we are flitting, 
almost daily, across white patches of 
desert to burrow Inio second-hand 
tombs and crick our necks looking up 
at mutilated temples. We have learned 
to spar with native peddlers and fight 
them out of our way. Wo ride deliri¬ 
ous donkeys st pell-mell speed through 
bewildered villages, while maniacal 
boys run behind and yelp like coyotes. 
We have adopted helmets, giggles, sun 
umbrellas, cameras, guide books, witch 
haxel and Insect powder. We are let¬ 
ting on to one another that we have 
got all tho dynasties straightened out 
In our minds and that we are beginning 
to get the hang of the hieroglyph. 

Ton yours ago not one of us had ever 
heard bt Kotl or Khnemhotep. Now we 
refer to them* in the most casual way. 
as If we had roomed with them for 
awhile. It la crrtalnly a gay life we are 
leading over the country circuit. Just 
think what rollicking fun It must be 
to revel day after day In sarcophagi 
and sepulchres, stumbling through sub¬ 
terranean passages and kicking up the 
dust of departed Kings, peering down 
Into mummy pits, also trying to stretch 
the Imagination like a rubber band so 
that we may get the full significance 
of what Is meant by 1500 B. C. People 
come to Egypt to curr nervous depres¬ 
sion and then spend nine-tenths of their 
time hanging around tombs. Why come 
all the way to ISgypt? Why not go out 
to Wood lawn and run foot races from 
one family vault to another? 

Mr. Peasley has no use for the tombs

The significance of the “six dollars'* 
Is that every traveler who wishes to 
visit the antiquities must pay a Gov¬ 
ernment tax of 12 ^ plasters He receives 
a "monument ticket" which he must 
show* to tho guard before entering any 
tomb or temple. I regret to say that 
the tickets are often passed along by 
departing travelers to tnoso newly ar¬ 
rived. and as the guards do not read 
English anything that looks like a 
monument ticket will satisfy the man 
at the door. At Benl-Hassnn Mr Peaa- 
ley discovered, when he arrived at the 
tombs, that he had left his ticket at 
the boat. Fortunately a fellow traveler 
had an extra ticket with him and Mr. 
Peasley had no difficulty In gaining ad¬ 
mission to all the tombs under the 
name of "Miss Ella McPherson ** 

Before plunging Into the details of 
our voyage it Is only fair that the In¬ 
dulgent reader should know how and 
wtyy we came boating up the Nile.

winter, when the dwindling stream gets 
back Into the customary bed. It has left 
a layer of black sediment over the In¬ 
undate) district. Co many layers of 
sediment have been deposited that now 
the rich black soil la thirty to fifty feet 
deep along the river, thinning out as 
It meets the slope of the desert. Un¬ 
like our prairie soil of the Middle West, 
the Nile farm lands are not underlaid 
with clay. The Nile sotl Is black all 
th«* way down to limestone—a floury 
mineral powder of even composition. 
The only parts of Egypt which can bo 
cultivated nre those touched by the an¬ 
nual overflow. Egypt is really a rib¬ 
bon of alluvial soil following the stream 
on either side. Tho tourist standing 
on the top deck of a Nile steamer can 
sec both to east and w*e*t the raw* and 
broken edges of the desert. 

The entire population lives on the 
river, literally and figuratively. Dark 
robed women come down to the stream 
In endless processions to fill their water 
Jars, and It seems that about every 
forty feet or so all the v«y up from 
Cairo the Industrious fellah Is lifting 
water up the bank and Irrigating his 
little field with the same old-fashioned 
sweep and bucket arrangement that 
was In use when Joseph came over to 
Egypt and attracted the attention of 
Potlphsr's wife. The Egyptian farmer 
Is called a fellah. The clothing that he 
wears would wad a gun—that Is. a 
rifle, not a shotgun. He puts In at 
least fourteen hours a day and his pay 
Is from ten to fifteen cents. Mr Peas¬ 
ley told a tourist the other day that the 
song "He’s a Jolly good fellah" originat¬ 
ed in Egypt during the time of the 
Ptolemies. This Is a sample of the

The Nile of which you have read and 
along which are scattered the Simon 
Pure monuments of antiquity is the 
six hundred miles of winding river be¬ 
tween Assouan, the First Cataract, and 
the sea. For the entire distance, until 
It spreads into a fan-shaped delta and 
filters Into th* Mediterranean, the 
stream Is willed In by fiat-topped hills 
of barren aspect. They are capped 
with limestone and carpeted about 
with shifting Kinds, and they look for 
all the world like the mesas of New 
Mexico and Arizona, for they He bak¬ 
ing In the same kind of clarified sun¬ 
shine. This meandering hollow be¬ 
tween the rugged hill ranges la tho 
Valley of the Nile.

the plentiful crops Is nowhere more 
than ten miles wide, a mere fringe of 
fertility weaving along through dry¬ 
ness and desolation. Anyw’here along 
the river if you will climb to the rocky 
plateau, you will see the slow-moving 
river, probably a half mile wide, as a 
glassy thread on which are strung fields 
of living green, bordered by tho dreary 
uplifts of the desert. The traveler who 
Coes by boat from Cairo to Assouan 
sees nil of Egypt. The cities and tem¬ 
ples r.nd tombs of olden times were 
perched on the high spots or planted In 
the bare hills, so ns to be safe from the 
annual rise of waters. Anything worth 
seeing In the whole country Is within 
an easy donkey ride of the river bank. 
The river Is the only artery of travel. 
There Is u railway, but It follows the 
river all the way up to Assouan. 

It W’ould Aeem that the country was 
especially laid out and punctuated with 
'sights" for the convenience of the 
modem traveler, for the visitor who 
goes up the Nile and stops off at the 
right spots can do n clean Job of sight¬ 
seeing without doubling on his tracks. 

Until a few years ago the tourist go¬ 
ing up the Nile had to take a dahabenh. 
This sounds like the name of a disease, 
but It Is really a big. roomy, flat-bot¬ 
tomed sailboat. The dahabenh moves 
only when the wind Is In the right di¬ 
rection, and to go from Cairo to Assou¬ 
an requires the greater part of a life¬ 
time. Those travelers who have money 
to bum and who are content to retUe 
down to many weeks or rest nnd Indo¬ 
lence chnrter the prtvmte dahaheahs. 
When a traveler goes aboard a dahn- 
beah he tears up the calendar and lets 
his watch run down. Those who have 
more money and are In a hurry use the 
private steam dahabeahs. 

A majority of travelers go by passen¬ 
ger boats. The tourist steamers devote 
three weeks to a lonfing voyage up to 
Assouan and back, with dally excur¬ 
sions to the graveyards and ruins. The 
express steamers, carrying freight and 
native passengers, take less time for 
the round trip, as they skip some of 
the less Interesting antiquities. We 
took nn express steamer, thereby mln- 
mg many of the tombs and temples but 
still getting enough of them to last us 
for the next hundred years or so. 

Our st.-a.mer Is a fmll affair, double 
decked and of no draught worth men¬ 
tioning. It resembles the old style of 
Missouri river boat, built to run on a 
heavy dew. There are thirty passen¬ 
gers who devote most of their time to 
lolling on deck waiting for the next 
meal. Mud banks, natives hoisting 
water, green fields stretching away to 
the bald range of hills *dobo huts, 
spindly pahus. now and then a solemn 
row of camels, always several donkeys 
and gnats In evidence, every few miles 
the tall stack of a sugar mill, perpetual 
sunshine—It Is monotonous travel, and 
yet there Is continually something do¬ 
ing along the banks and the traveler 
cannot get away from that feeling of 
satisfaction which results from lying 
back to watch other people work. 

And the sunsets! You cannot esti¬ 
mate the real dignity and artistic value 
of a camel until you see him or her wll- 
houetted against a sky of molten gold 
Just at twilight. I have made two or 
three attempts to describe the glory of 
a sunset In the desert, but I find my¬ 
self as helpless as Mr. Peasley, who. 


after gaxlng for five minutes at the 
flaming horizon can only murmur a low* 
but reverent * , Goah!’’ 

It may Interest the reader to hear 
what Baedecker has to say on the sub¬ 
ject, Baedecker says (p. 216) "The sun¬ 
sets are very fine." That’s w*hat I like 
about Baedecker. Ho doesn't fuss over 
a lot of words and tack on superfluous 
adjectives. As soon as he has impart¬ 
ed the necessary Information In a trim 
and concise manner he moves on to 
the next subject. 


I am sending herewith two sketches 
which show the beauty and variety of 
landscape to which we are treated ev¬ 
ery* fifty. View No. 1 Is most character¬ 
istic. We see before us the rippling 
Nile and beyond It the sheer river 
bank of block dirt. Then the field of 
waving grain, In the d4siance the range 
of hills and over all a dazzling sun¬ 
shine. 

No. 2 Is more varied. Again we have 
the liver, the mud bank and the grow¬ 
ing crops, together with the distant 
hills, behind w*h1ch the sun Is silently 
sinking. In the foreground at the leit 
Is a majestic palm. The structure at 
the right la & native house And will 
Indicate something of the simple life 
"f the agriculturist. The complicated 
device on the river bank at stage cen¬ 
ter is the shadouf. used for lifting 
wnter from the stream. The cavernous 
opening In the distant hill (marked X 
In the drawing) is the entrance to a 
rock tomb. By studying this picture 
the reader nwy get a very fair under¬ 
standing of the architectural splendor 
of these ancient sepulchres. 


Traveling on the Nile has two relia¬ 
ble features to commend It. The 
weather Is always fair and the native 
population constantly enlivens the 


picture, for the lower river is crowd¬ 
ed with sails and every Inch along the 
banks is under cultivation. Also, the 
Nile has some surprises In store. Two 
definite delusions Are soon shattered. 

Delusion No. 1—HEAT. It Is not al¬ 
ways warm In Egypt. In the middle 
of the day, out of the wind and on 
the desert, It may work up to a good 
summery* temperature at this season, 
but In the shade it Is coo), and as soon, 
as the sun hns set a bracing autumnal 
chill comes Into the air And the heavy 
overcoat is needed. The north wind 
can be very chlseMy at times. If com¬ 
ing to Egypt, bring your flannels along. 

Delusion No. 2 —CROCODILES. 
There are no crocodiles In the Nile. 
We have always supposed that the 
bank of the river w*as polka-dotted 
with these monsters, lying In wait for 
small d.irk children. It is said that 
two thousand years ago the Nilo was 
bordered with papyrus reeds or bull- 
rushes. within the tangles of which 
lurked the hippopotamus, crocodiles, 
dragomans and other reptiles, but the 
antrmla have disappeared, and so has 
the river vegetation. The other day 
we visited the Island on wdilch Pha¬ 
raoh’s daughter discovered little Moa»*s. 
The Island Is still here, but there isn’t 
a bullrush within a mile of It. 

One of the penalties of travel Is to 
have old and settled beliefs uprooted. 
For Instance, there are no Maltese cats 
in Malta, no Venetian blinds in Venice, 
no Roman punch In Rome. If you 
want Neapolitan Ice cream In Naples 
you must send out for it. You may 
w alk about all day In Bologna without 
seeing a pound of Bologna sausage. 
Egyptian cigarettes are known 
throughout the world, and yet no to¬ 
bacco Is grown In Egypt. Go to Man¬ 
hattan Beach and everybody is drink¬ 
ing Martinis. Truly, the stereotyped 
labels are deceptive.

Tho 
Chamber of Commerce held Its first 
n«Mlng thjie on May 8 . 17<W. Its Mem¬ 
bers were regaled with "bread and 
' hec*e, beer, punch, pipes and tobacco, 
provided at th« expense of the inem- 
•«*r» present, so that n doth na* ex¬ 
ceed one shilling each man." The p»9ce 
was then known as Bolton & Slgels, 
but later the name was changed to the 
Queen * Head Tavern." When the war 
of ’76 started they called It Frannee’s 
a J'd It was on December 4. 1788. 
ftfter the surrender of Cornwallis th it 
In the "long room" of the tavern 
George Washington took leave of hi* 
officer*. The table he sat beside Is still 
there. Numerous Boston and New 
><»rk newspapers and old paintings of 
the revolutionary period adorn the 
w'alls. Attention should be called to tho 
very Interesting work of the Sons of the 
Revolution. It consists In placing tab¬ 
lets of bronze, suitably Inscribed, In 
those places in New* York which nre 
of historical Interest. The city Is rich 
in these relics, but this would not be 
known to the average inhabitant If It 
were not for the society. It tried *ome 
time ago to induce the authorities lo 
buy Fmnnce’s Tavern and turn the 
place Into a museum.

Indianapolis, May 5. — [Sp^ciaL] — 
While the men who are at the head of 
the Democratic organization In Indl 
ana concede that many of the members 
of the element that la demanding re¬ 
organisation are honeat. there la no 
question In the mlnda of any that aome 
of them are actuated wholly by selfDh 
purpose*, but outside of this fact the 
question that Is now being agitated la 
one of supreme Importance to the party 
and la receiving the undivided atten¬ 
tion of the leaders. 

The first demand of the men who ar* 
aiming at reorganization 'a that the 
members of the State Central Commit- 
tee shall be chosen by districts at the 
State convention Instead of In district 
conventions held In January. The the- 
on* is thnt there la no Interest In poli¬ 
tics In such a season, and that It Is 
easy to manipulate conventions and ae 
cure leadership when the masses of 
the party are in that semi-somnolent 
state that characterizes politics In the 
winter months. It was once the custom 
of the party to select its State Central 
Committee at the State convention, and 
It Is a return to this custom that the 
reorganizers now demand. 

Why was the custom change 1 ? Tim 
answer to this question carries the In¬ 
diana student of politics back to the 
days of Hendricks. McDonald. Voor- 
hees. and men of like sacred memory, 
for It was they that first discussed the 
changing of the system, and some of 
them were alive when It was Inau¬ 
gurated Prior to 1866 the Democrats 
had always selected Ihclr committee¬ 
men at Btate conventions. But long 
before this the p*rty had always met 
on Januaty 8 In campaign years and 
nominated the State ticket. The new 
State Central Committee was chosen 
at the same time, organized by select¬ 
ing a chairman and secretary, and be¬ 
gan at once to lay out the work of the 
campaign, which would formally open 
some months In the future. ' 

• • • 

Adoption of Present P'an. 

Then midwinter conventions became 
unpopular and the date came later 
and later, till often the State ticket 
was not nominated till late In the sum¬ 
mer The old custom of selecting the 
State Central Committee at the same 
time continued to prevail, snd the com¬ 
mittee thus chosen found Itself enter¬ 
ing upon the work of the campaign 
late In th«* year, with every step in 
organization to be tnk«*n In the heat 
of n political campaign. Hendricks. 
McDonald and Voorhees agreed that It 
was poor politics to begin the organiza¬ 
tion of a party by counties within n 
month or two of the election, and that, 
regardless of what tlm«* the campaign 
might open In any year, the working 
body of the party ought to be organ¬ 
ized and all the forces of the campaign 
be brought Into action before the cam¬ 
paign actually opened. To nominate 
a ticket In July or August and name 
a State Central Committee at the same 
time was to begin the preliminary 
work of a campaign months after It 
should hove been perfected. For this 
reason the party leaders presented to 
the state convention the plan of or¬ 
ganizing the committee In January, 
and the plan was adopted by that body 
and hits since been party law. 

Those who wish to adhere to the 
present system point to conditions now 
ns example of the wisdom of the 
change The State convention does not 
meet till June and, under the old 
system, the State Central Committee* 
would not be selected till that time. 
There would then be but four months 
in which to perfect the organization. 
But the committee was organized In 
January and the* preliminary organiza¬ 
tion In all the counties has been ef¬ 
fected nnd much of the real work of 
the campaign already completed. In 
other words, the present system gives 
a committee nearly ten months In 
which to work, while under the old 
system It had rarely more than four 
and sometimes less than three. As 
the State chairman ought to be in 
touch with the chairmen In every 
county and. perhaps, visit many of 
them to assist In perfecting the or¬ 
ganization. the earlier the committee 
Is organized the more thorough can bo 
made the work of the campaign.

Committee Meeting 

The State Central Committee will 
meet in this city on Wednesday and It 
Is more than likely that an address to 
the Democrat* of the State will he Is¬ 
sued, explaining the reason for tin* se¬ 
lection of members of the committee 
In January and advising thnt the pres¬ 
ent system be adhered to. It Is quite 
certain that If the question comes up 
at the Slate convention, as Is threat¬ 
ened by the reorganizers, the full force 
of the committee, with one exception, 
will be ngninst any change. While It 
Is true thnt conventions In January for 
the selection of committeemen are 
never largely attended. It Is also true 
thnt delegates to the State convention 
are always selected with reference to 
candidates for State offices and when 
these would meet In district conven¬ 
tions to select committeemen It 1 h a 
question with the leaders If any better 
results would follow. In fact, they 
claim that selections tnadejn January 
are belter than »hn*e ttinde at the State 
convention, for In the earlier conven¬ 
tions there Is but one question before 
the proplo while at State conventions 
there are many things to claim atten¬ 
tion.

Feeling Against Padgett 

Some of *he Democrats are greatly 
Incensed at Alvin Padgett, the member 
for the Second congresetnnnl district, 
because he has given encouragement to 
the assaults thnt have been made on 
th** committee and. especially upon Na¬ 
tional Chairman Taggart Mr. Padgett 
Invited John W. Holtzman to the Sec¬ 
ond district convention with a view to 
having him outline to the delegate* his 
plan for reorganization. But Holtz¬ 
man heard that the opposition to his 
•rheme would be in a majority and he 
remained away, but sent a letter which 
Mr. Pndgett did not read. Yet the Sec¬ 
ond district Is admitted to bo the most 
pronounced In the State In favor of re¬ 
organization and there the opposition 
to It was so strong thnt Its promoter* 
did not present the question to the con¬ 
vention. 

It has been Intimated that the com¬ 
mittee may call Mr Padgett to Recount 
for his actions, but this Is hardly prob¬ 
able In view of the way In which the 
scheme fell down In his own district. 
The majority of the committeemen are 
conservative and while there are some 
who think that Padgett ought to be 
disciplined, possibly expelled, the ma¬ 
jority would doubtless oppoxe extreme 
measures, on the ground. If no oth*»r. 
that the subject U not worth dignifying 
In such a way. 


Nashville. Tenn.. May 5.—[Special.] 
—Not since the war has Tennessee 
witnessed a contest for a seat In the 
United States Senate that has been so 
long, so bitterly contested or of such 
absorbing Interest as that whloh has 
been In progress In this State for the | 
past year and which will close netft 
Saturday. For the first time In thg 
history of the State the Democrats 
will nominate their candidate for the | 
Senate at a direct primary. The gen¬ 
eral primary plan, although In vogue In 
many of the States of the South, Is 
an experiment In Tennessee, and 
whether or not the plan shall become 
a cardinal feature of the Democratic 
Constitution of the State depend* 
largely upon the manner In which next 
Saturday’s comeat Is conducted and 
the result reached. 

The Democrats of the State are by 
no means of one mind regarding the 
advisability of adopting the direct 
primary plan for the nomination of 
senatorial candidates, many of them 
adhering to the old-fashioned Idea that 
the Constitution of the land should 
not be Indirectly nullified by resort¬ 
ing to subterfuges of doubtful pror 
prlety. However, the test has been 
made, and should the result of the 
election be accepted without question 
of the means employed. It Is predicted 
that the primary plan wll become a 
feature in this State. Although Tenn¬ 
essee has a general primary election 
law It does not reach this contest, 
therefore none of the statutory restric¬ 
tion* which safeguard the ballot are 
thrown around -the approaching elec¬ 
tion. 

There probably never has been a 
political contest in this State between 
twv» more popular campaign speakers 
or two candidates who have aa large a 
persona! following as that between Sen¬ 
ator Carmack and former tiov. Taylor. 
Both candidates are men of exceptional 
magnetism; both have been, for many 
years. In public life; borh have form¬ 
ed strong political connections; both 
have the faculty of arousing great en¬ 
thusiasm among their followers. Both 
are pleasing speakers, although wholly 
unallke, and as a result both have 
drawn great crowds to hear them dur¬ 
ing a continuous campaign tour of the 
State Listing for nearly six months.

The State Democratic Commit¬ 
tee met on September 6 last and cnl e l | 
a primary for May 12. more than eight 
month* thereafter. On November 20 1 
Senator Carmack opened hi* campaign, 
and with the exception of four or five 
week* that he ha* *pent In Washing¬ 
ton attending to hi* duties a* Senator, 
he has been continuously on the stump 
since that time and has spoken In 
probably seventy-five of the nlnety-slx 
counties of the State; In sonic of then 
at three different places.

Spain looks forward to the approach¬ 
ing nuptials with an Interest a country 
has seldom shown In the wedding of a 
monarch. The American people dis¬ 
played lots of curiosity In the mar¬ 
riage of Miss Roosevelt to Representa¬ 
tive Long worth, but this sentiment was 
Inspired by an admiration for the 
daughter of a popular President. Ev¬ 
erybody knew that in three years more 
Theodore Roosevelt would be a private 
citizen again, hence the union of hla 
daughter could have no possible effect 
on the affairs of the nation.

But In Spain the wedding 1* a mat¬ 
ter of vitally Important national policy. 
The prosperity, the safety, perhaps the 
lives, even of thouands of subjects of 
the throne arc bound up In the conse¬ 
quences of the ceremony that will be 
solemnized on the opening day of June. 

If Princess Ena proves an unworthy 
Queen Spain, aJready held back by er¬ 
rors of Government, may fall deeper, 
but if she rises to her opportunity the 
great nation of Castile may come again 
Into Its own. 

Throughout Spain the feeling is one 
of buoyant hope. Spain approves the 
marriage. It has faith first In the 
common sense of the eldest daughter 
of the late Prince Heinrich Moritz, of 
Battenburg. and the Prinoesn Beatrice, 
who is the youngest daughter of the 
late Queen Victoria. But. above all, 
the diplomats of Spain and the com¬ 
mon people of Spain are encouraged at 
the Idea of an understanding, an event¬ 
ual alliance, per ha pa of Spain with 
England. 

The Idea of a granddaughter tf 
Queen Victoria sharing with Alfonso. 


the crown of Spain, sounds a note of 
progress. Spain know* from bitter 
experience what the enmity of all- 
powerful England can mean. In the 
Spanish-American war, the older par¬ 
ty to the conflict had the moral sup¬ 
port of nearly every nation In Europe, 
excepting only Great Britain, which 
stood staunchly with the United 
States. 

Yet with this one ally, the young?r 
nation could well afford to dispense 
with all the others. France heipod 
Spain with money for a time, but U:e 
financial resources of Jean Crapaud 
dwindle besides those of Johnny Bull, 
and moreover the fear of the mighty 
English navy kept silent severai coun¬ 
tries that might actually have gone to 
th* open aid of Spain had the United 
States locked entirely of European 
backing In the quarrel. 

To almost as great a degree as 
France, Spain has been the traditional 
foe of England, and the centuries of 
enmity commercially and by force of 
arms has had the effect of gradually 
reducing Spain to a point of virtual 
negation in the policies of Europe. 


The Interest? the two nations con¬ 
flicted in the settlement of the new 
world, and It was England that 
emerged successfully from the conflict. 
The ships of Drake turned back the 
Spanish Armada In rout, and dealt to 
the Spaniards* once proud naval pres¬ 
tige a blow from which It has never 
recovered. 

These lessons have not been lost at 
Madrid, and Spain has ever felt that 
until the friendship of England was 
secured It faced a hostile Influence 
hard to counteract. 

Victoria’s young granddaughter—she 
Is only nineteen, the favorite niece of 
King Edward of England, and the only 
royal child born north of the Tweed 
for three hundred years—has all that 
commonsense and tact which are the 
Ideal possessions of the ruler. She Is 
honestly In love wdlh Alfonso and his 
nation, and will take her new respon¬ 
sibilities in a spirit of. deepest devo¬ 
tion, and resolve to do her best to get 
the powerful arm of England at the 
back of the Spanish throne. 

His approaching marriage has so¬ 
bered Alfonso, awakened him to what 


is expected of a man tn .its Incom¬ 
parable nonttion to (.< good for his 
people. The young King Is popular l.i 
Spain. The people love hl;n for his 
democracy, his courage and his Intense¬ 
ly Spanish spirit Alfonso loves to min¬ 
gle with the people; he despises ail th 
pomp and circumstance with which his 
counsalo.x, prim old Spanish grandees, 
would surround him. A b<rn sports¬ 
man, he likes nothing better than to 
take his gun and go out Into the forest*, 
unaccompanied save for a guide, and 
expose himself to the risks and excite¬ 
ments of the chase the stme as an or¬ 
dinary man would. 

On such occasions when he chances 
to come Into contact with his subjects, 
he Is as companionable as man could 
be, making no point of rank, and se‘til¬ 
ing to take a deep pleasure In getting 
to know hls people as they actually 
are, of learning their needs, of getting 
that knowledge of actual conditions 
that will assist him In shaping remedial 
legislation. 

His recklessness In sport has not 
dwarfed a latent thoughtfulness In the 
young monarch, and a keen power of 


observation. Hls older counselors have 
from time to time b.»en amused at hls 
unexpected displays of knowledge on 
subjects, where they looked for only 
completes! Ignorance. 

As far as actual g»od to hls country 
gees. Alfonso has not yet accomplished 
much. When he became King In 19tt, 
Spain was but slowly recovering from 
the defeat In the war with the United 
States, and Alfonso ha I first to heal 
up the sores before he could h«>|K* to 
Inaugurate any great pr<^ras*iv- move, 
manta Moreover, conscious of hla 
youth, he has deemed It fit t** move 
slowly. And It Is not to be denied that 
the King had all the faults of youth. 
His name figured In a number of lit¬ 
tle scandals that would have been nat¬ 
ural enough and virtually harmless had 
not their principal stood In the gnat 
white light that ever boats upon roy¬ 
alty. 

Rumor engaged him half a dozen 
times, but the young monarch declined 
to commit himself Then hls hesitancy 
was ascribed to fickleness, In fact he 
gained the name of the grouts tt royal 
flirt In Europe, but It turn! out to 


have had a better motive. Alfonso 
wua waiting, searching till he could 
find not only a fit partner for hls own 
life, but more Important still, a queen 
who could advance the Interests of hls 
people. 

From the moment h^ became en¬ 
gaged to the Princess Ena. Ills con¬ 
duct has been all that the most scrup¬ 
ulous could exact, he has been a truly 
royal lover, and he has manifested an 
Advance in serious thought that Is 
filled with potentialities of g«x»d. 

The young king Is distinctly pro¬ 
gressive Ur hls ideas. This is proved 
by the sincerity of hls admiration for 
the United State*. He has harbored 
no resentment for defeat In the recent 
war. where the young giant of the 
West not only drove Spain forever 
from the western hemisphere, which 
Alfonso’s great ancestors. Ferdinand 
and Isabella, did so much to discover 
and settle, but also destroyed'hls navy 
and took hls possessions In the Far 
East. 

Alfonso admires Uncle Sam, and 
seeks to Imitate him. He has picked 
out for one of his tutors an American, 


he has advised mechanics of hls coun¬ 
try to go to the United States and 
study the ways of American manufac¬ 
turers. and In his diplomacy, be has 
consistently maintained an effort to 
bring Spain and the United States 
closer together. 

As a llrst effort to cement hls alll- 
nuco with England. Alfonso Is going 
to spend ids honeymoon In the domain 
of King Edward He and hls young 
bride will go to the beautiful Kylmore 
Castle. Ireland, and will be there for 
probably a fortnight before they go 
to Madrid to take up the cares of 
state. 

All over Spain preparations are now 
being made by the common people to 
make their home-coming a memorable 
occasion, a grand holiday such as 
only the Latins know how to fully 
enjoy. 

It Is a happy augury for the venera¬ 
ble country' that In the past ruled the 
world. A united Spain, allied to Eng¬ 
land. friendly to the United Statea 
and ruled by a young king and queen, 
whose first thought Is the happiness 
of their subjects. May it be realized.

SEVEN ARISTOCRATS WHO OFFSET HALF A MILLION WORKMEN

V ..‘„sNA. April 26. With the In¬ 
troduction of Universal Suf¬ 
frage Into Austria will dlsap- 
(*<ar one of the most cumber¬ 
some. complicated and unequal elec¬ 
toral systems In Europe. Many 
of Us fratuiea recall the days of "rot¬ 
ten boroughs’’ and political irruption 
In Great Britain before the Reform BUI 
of im. But now' a!nv»sr in an in- 
riant. these conditions of antiquated 
feudal Injustice are brought to an end 
and the Austrian people enter Into a 
heritage of a free, universal and equal 
fnutctllse* The Socialists hall it as a 
great victory sen after twenty years 
ceaseless agitation. 

Perhaps the best illustration of tho 
extraordinary Inequalities of the old 
franchise was afforded by the Inscrip¬ 
tion* on the banners carried in the Im¬ 
mense Socialist suffrage reform dem¬ 
onstration held in Vienna in November 
last. These translated run os follows: 

“Nine aristocratic loafers elect one 
deputy." (representative.) 

“Twenty capitalistic freebooters elect 
one deputy." 

"4.300 olty Inhabitants elect one dep¬ 
uty." t 

“t2,800 peasants can e»«‘ t on * depu¬ 

ty 


o workmen are permitted the 
charity of electing one representative." 

These banners showed the five 
“curiae" or classes Into which the elec¬ 
torate Is divided, and which together 
return 426 members to the Relchsrath. 
or Ix)wer House of the Austrian Par¬ 
liament. First epmea the landed pro¬ 
prietors* class electing 66 deputies; 
second, tliambers of <’ommeree with 
21 deputies; third, residents of cities 
and towns with 118 deputies; fourih. 
rural districts with 129 deputies, ami 
lastly a fifth da**, created by the law 
of 1696, and having 72 deputies. 

The greatest abuse* and most rank 
injustice frmrt the elective st;«ndpo|ut 
atv to be found In the first < urlw of 
“landed proprietors.** 6.000 of whom 
elect eighty-five member*, or exactly n 
fifth of the lower house. The voting 
qualifications of a landed propri^or 
vary somewhat In the different prov¬ 
inces of Austria, but as a ru> th«*y 
have little to do with the extent or 
vsJue of the property In most cA-es 
the franchise Is a historic right belong, 
lug to all estates Inscribed In the 
“Landtafol," or official register The 
constituencies of this das* also vary 
greatly in size. 

In one instance In Bohemia seven 
great nobles, including Prince Schwa*. 

nd Pi it. . Jobkow itz. al© t 
deputy all to themselves. In another 
ease in the Tyrol, a great convent and 
chun h ‘Mate controlled by twelve pre¬ 
lates elects a repi esontative..

other rases the landlords’ constituency 
tf ay number Anywhere from twenty to 
#K> or 400. Comparing this at at- of 
thing* with the fifth class nf electors, 
whore, fi»r example In Kra»n, 600,<*00 
workmen have but one representative, 
gave the Socialists a striking argu¬ 
ment in carrying on their agitations 
for universal suffrage. Th© second 
< Ur1a, composed of Uhamber* of Com- 
tfisree. also contained many abuses, a* 
the deputies were not elected by th© 
geilrrnl body of members In the Ch tm- 
l M *r. but by the small body of Council- 
! n r* numbering sometimes less than a 
score. 

The third and fourth curia, that Is 
the Voters In the towns and rural dis¬ 
trict*, approm h much more nearly the 
>»©r.ii etiffiHve. the qualification for 
v«»llng l»elng the annual payment of 
eight kronen ( 11 . 60 ) In direct tax *, 
such ns Income, trade or house tax. 
The fifth curia realh embraced a uul- 
v« rant franchise. «s It Impose* no tax- 
paying condition* whatever. But It l* 
full of inequalities as regard* the pro¬ 
portionate size of the constituencies 
varying from the province of Kraln. 
a* before mentioned, with hrilf h mil¬ 
lion votes, to districts In Lower Aus¬ 
tria. with less than a tenth of that 
number. 

And now all these privileged and ex¬ 
ceptional classes are to be abolish'd 
by the bill which t» at present before 
Parliament. It* provision* are long and

Banalities of the Austrian half of the 
dual monarchy But as regard* the 
broad basis of the franchise the b It 
Is simplicity lt«elf In one short para 
graph It provides that the right of vot¬ 
ing 1* to be enjoyed by every male 
Austrian citizen who ha* reached the 
age of twenty-four years and has re 
aided in the electoral district at !©<u*t 
one year before the day of election. 
Excepted only nr© person* who are 
criminals or Idiots. The <*ondttlon of 
one year s resilience 1* not entirely sat¬ 
isfactory to the Socialists, but they are 
not making any fight upon It. Th© 
chief opposition to the bill comes, of 
course, from the great landed pro¬ 
prietors, and the chief obstacles In the 
way of It* passage arise from the strife 
between the German* nnd the din vs 
over the r proport omit© repres entation. 

The noble* and great landlords .ire 
positively furious over the Introduction 
of tin* universal suffrage, entailing, a* 
It does, the loss to them not only of 
dlrr.t repres* matron, but also of much 
prestige and power. Prince Sihw.r 
zenberg. who*© fumily one© owned one- 
fifth of Bohemia and who still has 
veal | o®s<*«s'ons there, told the ©x- 
Atncrlvan Ambassador, Bellamy Sto.-cr, 
that universal suffrage would ruin the 
country Utterly So angry are many 
of the arl*to< rats over th© matter that 
they refust d to entertain In their usual 
manner this winter, and the carnival 
was one of the dullest on record so far 
a* the high* Kt class* r- of society were 
< on*.' rued Cut the nobles wdll have to 
submit to the curtailment of their an¬ 


il i rlv lieges and recognize the com¬ 
ing of the proletariat. 

Th** obstacles from the Inter-race 
conflict*, however, ar© much more seri¬ 
ous Th© new hill increase* the total 
membership of the House from 426 to 
455. and according to the apportion¬ 
ment proposed of the new neats, the 
Orman party find themselves in a mi¬ 
nority to the Slav*, which they natur¬ 
ally resent The Pole*, by far the 
strongest single party In the’ House, ar© 
also much displeased because thomch 
Galicia is given tpore member* under 
the bill, the Increase goes to the 
Huthenlnn districts there, and not to 
tlu? Polish. Th© Government will have 
nil Its work cut out to grt th© bill 
through. But It eertnlnly will be passed 
and by the present Parliament, too 
For the Germans and Pole* know full 
well that the longer the measure Is de¬ 
ferred. the worse their plight will be. 
mh the Slav* are In a great majority In 
the country 

The probable solution of the whole 
matter will be that th© Government 
will Increase the total number of 
deputies still further, adding twenty or 
twenty five scats and giving them to 
the Germans. Czechs and Pole*. There 
will certainly be a good deal of trading 
In vote* before the bill can be adopted, 
especially as a two-third* majority of 
th© Parliament Is necessary before any 
such change enn be made In the 
Austrian Constitution. 

The Introduction of universal suff¬ 
rage Into Austria came as a gr-ut ami 
almost dramatic surprise to all vUissC* 




of th© community, to the Socialists a* 
well ns to the landed proprietors. It was 
precipitated by th© exigencies of th© 
political crisis In Hungary where th© 
Emperor-King after long hesitation 
yielded to the persuasions of hls Min¬ 
ister* to meet th© opposition of the 
coalition party with the threat of uni¬ 
versal euffrag” When this was seri¬ 
ously proposed In Hungary th© extend¬ 
ed franchise could not of course, be 
denied to the people of the Austrian 
half of th© monarchy. And Ju*t at this 
moment, too, cam*- th© revolutionary 
upheaval in Russia. with th© Czar's 
concession of the Duma and popular 
representation, which greatly btlrrcd 
the Socialists In the adjoining empires 
of Germany arid Austria-Hungary. 

But altogether apart from the*© ex¬ 
ternal Influences wu* the urgent neces¬ 
sity of parliamentary reform In Aus¬ 
tria. For a long time th© Relchsrath 
assembled In Vienna had done no legis¬ 
lative work, th© budget, recruiting bills 
and other absolutely ossential measures 
being passed under tho emergency 
paragraph 14 of the Constitution, which 
enables the crown to do certain things 
without the aid of the Parliament. The 
situation wa© fast be xmiing Intolerable, 
and some radical reform had to be In¬ 
troduced. And thus, after many years 
of patient and unwearying labor the 
Socialists suddenly find one of their 
most cherished alms on th© point of 
achievement Upon two m<jn aa leaders 
of the Socialist party fell the chief bur¬ 
den of work—Victor Adler and -Engel¬ 
bert Pemeretorfer. both members of the 


Relcharath. Adler, th© leader of the 
Socialist party. Is a tnsji of great tal¬ 
ents. n skilled organizer and remark¬ 
ably able writer. Pornersiorfer is the 
orator of the party, and one of the 
finest speakers In th© Parliament. 

Dr Adler may be said to have given 
hls life to the Socialist cause, besides 
having made hrevy pecuniary sacri¬ 
fices. Per hls father was an enormoue- 
ly rich manufacturer and property own¬ 
er In Vienna, who, disapproving exceed¬ 
ingly of hls son's socialistic tandenclei. 
left him a much smaller Inheritance 
than h© would otherwise have succeed¬ 
ed to. Even then Adler was more than 
well off. but he has given of hls im 
unstlntlngly, and to-day he Is compar¬ 
atively poor. Not content wdth si rifle- 
Ittg hi* money In th© cause. Adler has 
also suffered Imprisonment In all, h© 
has spent nettrly a ymr and a half In 
Jail a* the responsible editor of th© 
Arbiter Zeltung (Workmen's Newspa¬ 
per). which he himself founded and still 
publishes. 

Educated at the University of Vienna, 
Dr. Adler took hls degree In medicine 
and even practiced for a few years. But 
hls heart was all the time In the So¬ 
cialist movement and he was actively 
interested In It whilst ©till a student. 
A* far back n© 1S$9 h© began the pub¬ 
lication of a Socialist weekly called 
Equality, which was soon suppressed 
by th© police. Nothing daunted, Adler 
soon afterward started the Arbelter 
Zeltung, which has had a checkered ca¬ 
reer. but now Is flourishing. The edit¬ 
orship entailed frequent fines and Im¬ 


prisonments for articles reflecting upon 

the eminent or tho aristocracy. 

Against the Emperor never, for Dr. Ad¬ 
ler has always carefully avoided any 
attacks upon hla Sovereign for whom 
he. in common with every Austrtan. 
hn* the greatest personal respect. In 
spite of hi* prominence In ©oclaltotio 
and political affairs It was years before 
Dr. Adler could gain & *©nt In the Par¬ 
liament. and. In fact, this Is the first 
Parliament In which h© has sat. As a 
*P««uker he l© greatly respected and al¬ 
ways commands attention, but hls 
greatest services to hls party have been 
w Irh the pen. 

Adler's frlei-d and colleague, Perners- 
torfer. I* altogether another kind of 
man. The son of poor parents, hls fath¬ 
er dying when the lx*.v was only four 
>#*ara old. h© was brought up amid 
liAtdshlp* and poverty. By dint of hard 
work and great self-denial, he man¬ 
aged to obtain a good education, even 
fco.ng through the Vienna University 
when he first met Adler. H© managed 
to get Into the Iteichsrath years before 
hls colleague, and hls oratorical abili¬ 
ties did good service for * hls party. 
One *qn*ech he made has become his¬ 
torical. 

The Socialist leader has made many 
*P*«e. h*'* sin*-©, and they are always 
worth listening to. He has a sharp 
tongue In repartee. And nobody can In¬ 
terject more biting epithets Into A de¬ 
but© than th© member who tmSd t he 
memorable stories of the brother Arch#- 
dukes Frans Ferdinand and Otto.

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MEASURING THE GREAT. EARTHQUAKE 2,500 MILES AWAY 
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T O sit snug and safe In Washing¬ 
ton and yet count the seismic 
waves from the San Francisco 
earthquake as they came tab¬ 
bing and flowing pant on their Journey 
from iMvtn to oc^an vhi the odd for¬ 
tune of your correspondent upon the 
morning of that horrible convulsion. 

Transmit ted over 2.500 miles, these 
undulations beat against n mass poised 
tree front their disturbing motions. 
Then they passed on eastward beneath 
the Atlantic to be measured in turn by 
the delicate Austrian Instruments at 
Laibach, by those of the Jesuit fathers 
at the Manila observatory* and on the 
home stretch by our observatory in 
Honolulu, not to mention the scores of 
other seismic stations scattered about 
the globe. And while these waves were 
still hurrying eastward there com¬ 
menced to flow In counter-undulations 
westward, for the flrst vibrations pro¬ 
jected out of the Golden Gate and over 
the Pacific were returning homeward 
by the opposite direction. Indeed, 
waves were scurrying from all points 
of the compass, for every square Inch 
of the globe was feeling the shock and 
transmuting It back, only to receive it 
again and again rts it circumnavigated 
the sphere time upon time. Yet no 
one this side of the Rockies felt It. In¬ 
deed only a chosen few who happened 
to be close to the wonderful Instru¬ 
ments which record such distant dis¬ 
turbances could note the ngltAtion of 
their palsied Mother Earth. 

In was In the dungeon -grayneea of 
the Weather Bureau’s seismic observ¬ 
atory where your correspondent saw 
what he saw He had hastened to the 
•pot Immediately after the first news 
of the catastrophe had flashed In over 
the wires from the fevered finger of 
that plucky San Franalco operator who 
while the wails were crumbling about 
him. had stuck to his post to fdvs the 
Alarm world-width. But an observer 
that had been on duty all night In the 
dark Weather Bureau vault ha.1 
••scooped" * the telegraph companies*— 
had gotten news of the first tremor of 
the shock si* minutes and twenty se - 
onds after It had been .felt In Sm Fran¬ 
cisco- Indeed* had felt that first tremor 
Itself Like the San Francisco teleg¬ 
rapher who calmly ticked away while 
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the building was falling from under 
him. this observer was a creature of 
Iron nerve—but one without flesh or 
blood. Indeed, the seismograph Is a 
wonderful Invention to contemplate. 

So violent and unusual had been the 
San Francisco shock that the recording 
hand moved outward beyond the limits 
of the smoked paper. But, In spite of 
this, It could be estimated that the 
great shock which had six minutes be¬ 
fore caused the hundreds of walls In 
San Francisco to topple over had 
moved seven snd one-half Inches 
across the paper. Since this wns ten 
times as great as the actual wav*, It 
was readily calculated that this great¬ 
est wave had slowly moved the earth 
at Washington three-quarters of an 
Inch from east to west. Prof. C. F. 


Marvin, who directs the Weather Bu¬ 
reau's seismic work, leaned over the 
instrument while the w*avos gradually 
decreased, and your correspondent 
eagerly shared his vigil as "the mov¬ 
ing Anger wrote, and. having writ, 
moved on.*' 

The flrst tremor had been recorded at 
nineteen minutes and twenty seconds 
after 8 o'clock a. m.. Washington time 
(and after 5 a- m. San Francisco time), 
and the Instrument was In agitation 
until about 12:36 p. m. Then Prof. 
Marvin placed a fresh sheet of paper 
upon the cylinder, arid after removing 
that which had recorded doubtless th" 
most horrible catastrophe In our his¬ 
tory gave the latter a bath In a var¬ 
nish of banana oil, which made the 
record permanent. 


Pay In and day out, since it was In¬ 
stalled a few years ngo, this seismo¬ 
graph has been on the lookout for these 
convulsions of nature. Last year It 
recorded fifteen distinct shocks, none of 
them felt by the citizens of Washing¬ 
ton. These varied In duration from a 
few seconds to two hours and thirty- 
five minutes, the most noteworthy hav¬ 
ing been the great earthquake of India 
on April 3. 1905. 

But this year started out with an 
unusual record for seismic disturb¬ 
ances. In one week of January the 
weather bureau Instrument recorded an 
earthquake for every day. The great 
shock which occurred In Ecuador. Jan¬ 
uary 30-31. also proved too great for 
th# capacity of the seismograph, whoso 
hand jumped the paper, as In the case 


of this San Francisco convulsion. When 
the two records are carefully compared 
It will probably be discovered that the 
two compare very favorably. 

The measurement of the velocity of 
earthquake tremors Is one of the most 
Interesting achievements of this new 
science. Thus, from figures collected by 
various seismographs scattered over 
tho earth It has Just been estimated 
that the tremors of the recent Indian 
earthquake traveled six and two-flfths 
miles per second along the surface of 
the earth, or five and a half miles 
per second. If estimated as passing di¬ 
rectly through the earth. This velocity 
Is more rapid than that of sound 
waves, whose highest known velocity, 
as made through a special kind of 
glass, Is less than three and three-

The occurrence of a volcanic eruption 
In a region near to one of these fis¬ 
sures with its detached wall in poise 
would rau«c It to be precipitated.

In rrmst earthquakes the shock 
radlat-s In waves modified by 
the density of the medium, 
thA waves radiating sometimes 
as waves of light and sound, and again 
** waves of water when agitated from 
a central point. The former are desig¬ 
nated a* waves of elasticity or longi¬ 
tudinal oscillation, the latter as waves 
Of gravity or transverse osdllatlon. 
The shuck* of earthquakes w hen ana¬ 
lyze*! nn' found to consist of an oscil¬ 
lating or rocking and a trembling, 
quaking motion. Tho point nt which a 
shock originates is called th" eplcentum 
from which Ihe wave radiates. Theaa 
constitute the e** f ntlal principles and 
features of earthquakes, but the sub¬ 
ject Is capable of wide elaboration. In¬ 
volving calculation* of the rate of 
transmission of shock to remote part}, 
duration and force, together with tl* 
probable Influence *.f the moon In par¬ 
ticular phase* ns regard* the time of 
their occurrence by attraction, n* ln 
th** on*© of tide* and also as to mete¬ 
orological Influences.

Nursing

upside down Inside a large band basin;

The whole should 
be covered with a towel—a bath towel 
Is the best—and the bualn should stand 
near a window. 

If no miniature Ice pick can be had. a 
strung pin breaks U with Utile trouble. 

Wbete there la no little Ice grinder 
In the pantry and an ice bag or Ice 
cap is required, put the Ice In a strong 
towel or bag ana pound It with a ham¬ 
mer. but never do this within the hear¬ 
ing ol the kick one. 

NVuter or milk that must be kept In 
the room should be covered all the 
time, when not being given to the pa¬ 
tient. Broth or milk needed in the 
night where no ice can be had may 00 
kept cool by wrapping the vessel in a 
damp towel and standing It outside the 
window. 

Pillows should be turned often. Never 
allow them to get hot and packed. They 
should be shaken in the open air at 
least twice a day. Avoid jarring pa¬ 
tients In doing anything to promote their 
comfort. Do everything possible away 
from the bed. 

To raise a sick person while chang¬ 
ing the pillows or to draw him up m 
the bed. let him clasp his arms firmly 
around your neck, then place one bknd 
well umu-r ula back and lift gently aud 
slowly, while with the other hand you 
slip out one pillow and put in another. 

if possible, have two seta of pillows 
one set siring* and sunning while the 
others are In use. Keen patients fresh 
and clean, if you would hasten conva¬ 
lescence aud minimise their suffering. 

When a patient la too weak to help 
himself, get assistance. With one per. 
son on each side of the bed each clasp¬ 
ing the other's wrists firmly under the 
patient s shoulders and back you cun 
raise or draw him up in bed without 
any strain or fatigue 

This should be learned by practice 
with a well person before you undertake 
It with an Invalid. Then there will be 
no nervousness on the part of the tyro 
nurse. And here let It bo said that ner¬ 
ve is, anxious people should exclude 
th mselves from n sick room. They do 
no K<*>d and often do serious harm. 
If very desirous to be of some service 
they will find plenty to do outside of 
the sick room to help the nurse with¬ 
out ever crossing the threshold. 

Never permit your patient to be an¬ 
noyed by files or any Insects. A mos¬ 
quito bar cun he quickly made by hsv. 
Ing u hook In the celling with a large 
ring hanging from it. through which a 
piece of mosquito netting cun be druwn 
und then arranged around the bed. Be 
sure that It lies upon the floor. If you 
would have It effective. 

Thange of position can be accomplish¬ 
ed. when the bed is a double one. by 
keeping one side for the day and the 
other for the nlghL. If the patient is loo 
weak to toll over alone, you can draw 
him over on s sheet With two smull 
beds, side by side, the change can be 
muda by outtlng a large sheet over the 
two beds and allowing the patient to roil 
over, or you cun dtaw him over on, 
and with, the sheet.

Moulds are too well known to need 
more than a word, hut that should be 
about the serving of the little forms.

An Iris, for instance, 
with Its stem and leaves complete, fits 
in with on lco of the shape of the blos¬ 
som: or strawberries, moulded of Ice 
cream are served with real strawber¬ 
ries. 

Moulds to suit occasions are quickly 
got up. and arc particularly appropriate 
for celebrations given by little clubs, 
with their emblems making the cream a 
surprise. Beehives have liny bece hov¬ 
ering over them—the fine wires upon 
which their bodu-s are balanced stuck 
into the cream, letting them flutter in 
realistic fashion; or tiny fiower baskets 
hold Uttle silk flowers.

And flowers provo s mint of sugges¬ 
tion for clever urranging. Those double 
cups, developed from grape fruit dishes, 
permit the Introduction of little flowers 
between the two cups which carry out 
the flower och*me of the decoration 
charmingly. And around the stems of 
sherbet glasies may be dropped other 
blosaoms. or an Ice moulded In the 
shape of s fiower served apparently lb 
a bed of foliage.

IHE d.cldM salty flovnr of ha*n 
renders it one of the most pala¬ 
table meats that can be servod 
during the hot months. Whon 
the fresh meat* begin to pall and aaem 
heavy, ham. either alone or in com¬ 
bination with chicken, veal or «wo*fc- 
breads, can be so prepared a s to Junt 
"touch the *pot." The buying and 
cooking of the various cuts, however, 
have much to do with it tasty and ap- 
petlsing qualities, and the housewife 
who would have the service of ham 
greeted with welcome must study the 
best method* of offering It In Inviting 
ways. 

To bake & ham so that It will have 
a perfect flavor, an English receipt l* 
unequaled Soak the ham a* for boil¬ 
ing and after wiping It quite dry, cover 
entirely with a thick paste made of 
flour and water. Then wrap It in & 
greased paper, tying It In several placcg 
to prevent the paper from slipping oft. 
Place the ham In a baking tin and 
cook In a well heated oven, bastbig It 
frequently over the fire with hot # drip- 
plngm. If the paper shows evidences 
of becoming burnt, pUce another sheet 
over It. A ham of five pound* will re¬ 
quire four hour* In the oven. A* soon 
&• It 1* done remove the paper and the 
paste and while still hot rip off the rind. 
When the ham 1* cool, brush tt over 
with several coats of glaxe and put It 
away to get thoroughly cold. This is 
only when the ham 1* to be kept for 
cold meat. It Is very delicious also 
served hot, and If any of the leg re¬ 
main* after the meal the glaxing can 
be done later. 

Baked Bluffed Ham.—Boll a ham un¬ 
til the skin oan be removed easily and 
gash It to the bone In several places. 
Kill these grooves with the following 
stuffing: A small quantity of sifted 
breadcrumbs, a pinch of thyme, finely 
chopped parsley, seasoned with salt and 
pepper and enough butter to mix those 
Ingredients to a pasta Brush the ham 
with the well-beaten yolks of two 
egg*, dust it with some moro of tha 
sifted breadcrumbs and bake until 
done. 

Broiled Ham for Sunday Breakfast or 
Tea—Have the butcher cut two or thres 
slices of ham, each being only a llttla 
over the thickness of sliced bacon. You 
will doubtless have to pay u few cents 
extra over the cost of the weight, as 
butchers seldom like to cut the meat in 
this way. Before broiling, place tn a 
saucepan of cold water and bring to a 
boll to remove the saltness. Now wipe 
dry. put between the bars of a gridiron 
and brown slightly on both sides. But- 
tbr and serve with hot graham bread 
and some kind of chow-chow. 

Ham and Chicken Pie—Remove the 
skin from cold cooked chicken, cut the 
meat Into small pieces and mix with 
the same quantity of finely chopped 
ham nnd a little chopped onion. Sea¬ 
son with salt, pepper, mace and pour 
In about two tablespoonfuls of boiling 
water. Butter In deep baking dish, 
lino the edges wltl a light paste and 
put In the meat micture. Cover with 
a thick puff paste, punch a hole In the 
top and bake In a moderate oven. 
When cooked pour a half a cup of 
thickened milk seasoned with butter 
and salt Into tho bole In the top of the 
paste, and after remaining In the oven 
long enough to heat, serve Immediately.

Service of Celd Cooked Ham. 


Mousse of Ham. with Chorry Salad— 
Pass a pound of lean cooked ham 
through a fine mincer. Place In a 
deep bowl with two tablespoonfuls of 
cream. Rub to a paste and pas* 
through a fine wire sieve. Place half 
a cup of asplo Jelly In a saucepan, 
with a glass of white wine. Warm 
theso together and add the sieved hum, 
beating with a wooden spoon. Take 
tho pan from the stove, season with 
pepper and grated nutmeg and stand 
away to cool. Whip a pint of cream, 
add It by degrees to the prepared ham, 
fill Into a mold and put away in the 
Ice box until thoroughly set For the 
salad, stone ripe red cherries, cover 
with a light French salad dressing, 
mix with a little chopped parsley and 
set on Ica until ready to serve. 

Ham With Madeira Sauce—Cut some 
slices of medium thickness* from a ten¬ 
der, nicely flavored boiled ham. Trim 
these so they are the same size and 
remove part of tho fat. Put In a well- 
buttered atewpan, cover with buttered 
paper and cook In a moderate oven 
for a quarter of an hour. Then put a 
pint of modelra wine In with the ham 
slices and reduce It by quick boiling 
until a little more than half the orig¬ 
inal quantity re main a Stir Ln half a 
pint of thick brown sauce and let it 
simmer for five minutes. Arrange the 
slice* of ham neatly down the middle 
of a hot platter, pour the sauce over 
them and surround with freshly cooked 
young peas. 

Ham Salads—Line a mold with a 
coating of aspic Jelly and cover with 
small cooked peas from which all the 
Juice has been drained off. TVheri this 
has sot. add another layer of the Jelly 
and put in a cold place until the lat¬ 
ter is firm. Pound eight ounce* or 
half a pound of lean cooked ham in a 
heavy bowl and rub It through a 
sieved basin. Season with a table¬ 
spoonful of cream, If handy, some cel¬ 
ery salt. salt, pepper and nutmeg, and 
whip until It Is stiff. Now stir in a 
tablespoonful of aspic Jelly, a teaspoon¬ 
ful of vinegar and put the mixture into 
the aspic lined mold, leaving a hollow 
spare in tho middle for the following 
salad: Use the leftovers of cooked 
meats, chopped cHory and chopped 
chicken blended with a Uttle Fronch 
dressing and seasoned with capers Aftv 
cold vegetables can be made into a sal¬ 
ad to serve with the minced ham, and 
If diwlred the aspic, both to line the 
mold and to season the ham, may be 
omitted. _ _ __

Joyou* sensation Induced by a budding 
tree, the revelation of the unfolding of 
spring, one could never be cruel enough 
to condemn children to the barren out¬ 
look upon dingy and bare brown 
streets, especially at a season when 
nature calls Insistently to her chil¬ 
dren to come out Into the fields nnd 
forests and witness her marvels of 
springing grass, blossoming shrub and 
fair young foliage. 

Careless people are wont to say: "Oh, 
every child may see a tree. Most streets 
have trees upon them. There are plenty 
of parks for children to piny in!" and 
so dismiss the entreaty of a duty neg¬ 
lected. How are the children io know 
the trees? How are they to seek the 
parks? Who will open tiudr ignorant 
young eyes to the b* ;iuty of what t hey 
see? As a matter of fact, hundreds of 
thousands of them in a great city never 
see a tree until some kind man or 
woman seeks out the tenement waif 
and leads it for a few days of almost 
delirious Joy into the country. 

Away down In a dark narrow street 
in the East Side of New York a teach* 
er tried to tell her class about trees. 
They %vere mysterious things to the lit¬ 
tle Interested children. Something hard¬ 
er to understand than Jack the Giant 
Killer. An abnormal man they could 
quite comprehend, but a thing un¬ 
dreamed of and unheard of before— 
"what was the teacher giving them?" 
Tht*y had been brought up Jn an at¬ 
mosphere of suspicion, and they doubt¬ 
ed the existence of anything quite so 
pretty as she depicted a tree. 

Not many blocks distant a poor, de¬ 
formed and dusty tree struggled for 
existence among the dust and cobble¬ 
stones of that ugly part of the city. 
Here the teacher took her elaas. and 
proved to their open, yet distrustful 
minds that there was such a thing su» 
a tree. She told them how much more 
beautiful trees wore In better surround¬ 
ing*. She unfolded to them many won¬ 
derful facts about trees, and. wide-eyed 
and happy, they went back to the dark¬ 
ness of their narrow tenements, with 
the Joy of the knowledge at a tree 
worm In their little hearts. Next day 
the most adventurous little boy In the 
class led a troop of children to see the 
wonderful sight. "That Is a tree!*’ he 
proudly declared, and the little ones 
looked and admired and held him for a 
hero among them, for had ho not dis¬ 
covered a tree? 

Have you evor seen a child lying face 
downward for an hour or more Indore 
somt curious growth of mow and tiny 
weeds—perhaps with a flower or two 
peeping between irregular crevices In 
the earth and stones 7 You may fancy 
the child tired, or laxy. or *leepy. Noth¬ 
ing of thv kind. That chlldV mind Is 
actively ubsorbed. It Is vivid with In¬ 
terest, and Imagination is leading It 
through some such maxes as those trod 
by Aladdin in the days of "Once-Upon- 
a-Tlme " 

The child has a fairy kingdom before 


real nnd Imaginary, but all actual to Its 
Inti lllgettce. The rich green moss Is a 
forest for tiny fairy folk; the flowers 
are blossoming trees and the w'eeds 
glam growths In the llltputlan groves, 
^hose little red specks upon,the tips of 
many moss tendrils are the caps of lit¬ 
tle people wandering among the groves.

Chairs, tables and settees of this 
hickory furniture can be bought In ull 
sires unci a variety of design*. Some 
of them have the uncompromising spln- 
dle backs dear to our grandmothers, 
while others have comfortable backs 
and seam of hand-woven splint. Even 
bedsteads are not wanting. You can 
procure one of these, full size, for twen¬ 
ty dollars, aifd It can be made as luxu¬ 
rious ns you please with a woven wire 
spring nnd a soft mattress. 

Of course, when furniture of this sort 
is u*e<l, modern decorative fripperies 
are distinctly out of place. Old-fash¬ 
ioned cretonnes, closely resembling 
chintzes that belonged to the middle 
Ninteenth century, are being shown as 
the correct thing for draperies, cush¬ 
ion covers and so on.

The new hammock is constructed on 
nimllar lines, hut tho hammock part of 
it Is about as luxurious a thing us one 
• ould desire, consisting of a piece of 
fsnvK -titched uo suuarely at each 


corner so as to form a receptacle for & 
felt mattress. To sleep in the open in 
a hammock of this sort is to roach the 
golden modern sybaritism. 

Prarie-graas furniture, which is man¬ 
ufactured from the apparently u»el*‘«s 
wire grass that has always been the 
despair of the Western ranchman, l* 
equally adapted to town or country 
u rv. It is practically indestructible, 
and shows Just that delightful shade 
of green that reminds one of quiet 
woodland gltdes Tire mattings and 
rugs made of this material are more 
durable than those Imported from 
t'hlna and Japan, and while some dis¬ 
play the same green tint as the furni¬ 
ture. others have artistic color blend¬ 
ings. the fiber being either bleached or 
dyed as the occasion may require. 

Much of the art of being comfortable 
In hot weather consists In maintaining 
an appearance of coolness throughout 
the Jiousc. Even a summer in town can 
be made bearable If the horn©. Uke the 
family, dons warm weather clothes. 

First have all the winter draperies 
and rugs cleaned and put away In 
moth-proof w rappings. If your floors 
are nicely finished, leave them bare, 
with the exception of a small rug of 
prairie grass. Also make slip cover¬ 
ings of pretty cretonne—not shroud- 
like affairs of ghastly holhmd—and 
wqth theso conceal your upholstered 
furniture.

Most of the 
new- importations of madras, by the 
way. display stained glass effects de¬ 
signed to harmonize with the popular 
mission furniture. 

Finally, during the warm weather 
keep in all your living rooms a supply 
of fresh flowers and growing plants. 
Nothing contributes more to a cool, re¬ 
poseful atmosphere than plant life 
flourishing within doors. A growing 
ti'rn in a dainty Jnrdinlere is to the 
Jaded senses what a draught of cool 
spring water Is to a thirsty soul. The 
windows should be open and the blinds 
closed during the hottest part of the 
day. and In the evening every door and 
window in the house should be thrown 
wide open that the four winds of 
heaven may sweep through, bringing 
whatever cooling freshness they may 
po.*k 


Even* child Is an explorer by nature. 
Give it something to explore If you 
would have It grow* with active mind, a 
broad, sweet outlook upon life and the 
tender Imaginings which tinge all the 
days of one whose childhood has been 
close to Nature. 

Charitable people send out carloads 
of children to country places in the 
summer, and there they riot In the sun¬ 
shine and daisies, the happiest little 
ones In the world for one or two brief 
weeks. All the year their eyes or© set 
toward the goal of that outing In the 
country. 

rmce a carload of these children 
slowed up at a station Just beyond the 
city limits. The gras* waved in the 
wind and trees traced arboreal pictures 
upon the hillsides. The children gazed 
In wide-eyed astonished silence for one 
breathless moment, nnd then a cry rang 
out. a cry of wondering, thrilling hap¬ 
piness is this the country? Oh. say! 
is this the country?" And for the rest 
of the w a y till their destination was 
reached that car resembled nothing so 
much as a swarm of bees' that wouldn't 
hive, so restless, eager and buzzing 
were the children. It took almost fran¬ 
tic efforts to hold the hems of their 
frocks and legs of their trousers to 
keep them from tumbling from over¬ 
filled car windows Into the lap of the 
country which enthralled them. 

W> need some such experiences os 
these to teach us what a glimpse of 
nature means to a child. We may not 
all gather up carloads of little ones and 
give them an outing among the fields, 
but w'e can take a few at a tin;© to the 
nearest park and show them 'some of 
the wonders of nature at the time 
when nature Is most Interesting. 

The call of the spring time is in the 
blood of us all. and there Is not a 
child In the world too friendless to be 
remembered by some one and taken in 
the happy circle of a May party for a 
day’s outing in a pork. The poorest 
waif of the darkest tenement may 
reign a queen for one brief day, a queen 
with panoply and state that meets all 
the requirements of title In her happy 
young eyes. She may choose her king 
with royal graciousness, and they two 
will rule over loyal and enthusiastic 
subjects during the shining hours of 
one bright May day. 

What grown-up person bereft of a 
childhood under the tutelage of nature 
may measure the Joy of a child in 
May-day attire? The child feels all the 
importance of regal position, and, 
what is better still, tries to fill the po¬ 
sition regally. The world Is a gre»*n 
kingdom whose every blade of grass 
points a new Joy; whose every loaf 
whispers a message of happiness. There 
are the marvels of the red-bud tree 
to study, with Its crimson glory dye¬ 
ing the May-tide with crimson. Thor© 
are the wing* of the maple tree flutter¬ 
ing like tiny birds to toll of the leaves 
coming after, to shelter from summer 
heat and to turn up sliver linings to 
the rain cloud like a cloak over the 
green surface before the rain. There 
are the golden fringe* of willow trees, 
some mysterious glided fluid running 
like molten sunshine through the sap 
and tinging ail their trailing branches 
Best of All. to the child, under drifted 
brown leaves peep the first violets. 




Did you ever, as & child, lose the thrill 
that comes when the first violet Is 
gathered? The ajixlous moment when 
the brittle stem is pulled, caxefully. so 
that the whole stem, even to the bit or 
white at the bottom, may be secured. 
Every child loves to poke Its tiny fin¬ 
ger under the stem to help K out of 
the earth. Every child loves to find the 
longest stemmed and deepest tinted 
violets, and in May there are few se¬ 
questered nooks In the forest, roadway 
or park that have not nestling In them 
blue-eyed violets that look back Into 
the blue eyes of a child and teach it 
the unspoken language of spring. 

A heedful mother will notice how 
the little ones who have learned some¬ 
thing about nature will eagerly search 
for twigs or different bushes or trees 
that are about tq put forth leaves or 
flowers. They gather these with 
Joyous minds, already seeing upon the 
twigs the unfurled leaf, the radiant 
blossom. They love to tell about the 
possibilities In those ungainly little 
twigs whose brown is Just tinged 
with the greenish-red hue of sentient 


life. If put in water and kept in a 
suitable place they will burst into beau¬ 
ty some time before their sister twrigs^, 
upon the trees have fulfilled their prera-j 

Ices. 

It takes so little effort, ro little time 
to teach a child a few of the tiinplent 
lessons of springtime In the world of 
nature, and when the May-day parties 
gather in pleasure grounds to dan-e 
and feast and play at mln‘Uure roy¬ 
alty. the little ones will garner ten 
times the pleasure their cutlng affords 
If t?orr.eone will point out to them theq£u 
meaning of what they see; some simple H 
secrets of springing grass and bour¬ 
geoning tree; of creeping vines and 
blossomlUK shrub. It means so much 
to the child and so little to the grown 
people to give Just the few lessons in 
nature that will make each month bring 
Its harvest of happiness to the devel¬ 
oping mind. And. oh! It means *o 
much to have those expanding minds 
attuned to the quiet, noble, lofty and 
beautiful life that nature leads nnd 
which she Is only too willing to tcuoh 
her children. • 
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W ITH the Incoming of short- 
walsted gowns, fitted or 
partly clinging to the figure, 
lingerie and underwear to 
accommodate these new lines In dress 
have become a necessity. We have the 
Empire corset—a cute little thing made 
of embroidery or satin brocade or In¬ 
terwoven ribbon*—that Just comes be¬ 
low the bust.

Franklin Fyles' Review 
Of Things Theatrical 
On Gay Manhattan. 
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tCorr«*pomlertc« of the Courier-Journal ] 

N EW YORK, May 4 — It ought to 
bo true that men who have 
been many years on the stage, 
who have had ample opportun¬ 
ity to learn the tricks of their trade, 
and who have no excuse for being ig¬ 
norant of theatric craft, are able to put 
together effectual plays. I don’t say 
they should be expected to wrlto good 
literature, that is not Included In the 
accomplishments of their calling; but 
should they lack Judgment as to what 
will and wh&t won’t Interest audiences? 
Four plays by actors are the week’s 
output of new theatrical material in 
New York. I would be sorry If It were 
my duty to award a leather medal to 
the worst of them, for the decision 
would be very hard to make, and the 
only way out of the difficulty would 
be to cut the prize Into quarters, so 
that it might be distributed impartially 
for equal worthlessness. Two of these 
plays are presented at theaters bearing 
the names of Walla* k and Daly. and 
■till are temples of dramatic art; yet 
‘The District Deader” and ’’Cousin 
Louisa” are as devoid of merit as the 
less pretentious “Montana” and “Tho 
Man of Her Choice.” 

• Bui If compelled to give the bather 
medal to one of thu four actor-authors, 
1 would hand it to Frederick Paulding, 
becauso he Is a superfine actor, who 
began thirty years ago with an aston¬ 
ishing similarity to Edwin Booth In the 
Booth repertory, has had a great 
amount of experience as a dlrv, tor of 
stock companies In hundreds of plays, 
and therefore has a special claim on the 
booby prlxo for “Cousin Louisa,” al¬ 
though that Is the least bod among the 
four maladroit composition* Tin* only 
tolerable new thing in It is Mary V an 
Buren. a surely beautiful and probably 
clever actress; but 1 can’t be sure about 
her ability, for she has never be**n on 
a New York stage before. and the char¬ 
acter In which she is Introduced would 
defy Bernhardt and lie Jane, if they 
were one composite actress, to do any¬ 
thing with Its emotion or Its Jocularity’.

IT A BACKWARD STEP? 


Washington* May 5.—[Special.]—The 
ompromJse on the Railway Rato Bill, 
ui agreed upon by the President arid 
Senator Aldrich, the loader of the Sen¬ 
ate. may be all right, but certain It la 
that Senator* Dolllver. Long. Culloin 
and La Follett© and Republican mem¬ 
ber* of tho Senate who favored a limit 
court revtew do not think * 0 . 

As for the sentiment In the Senate, 
they are nearly all of one mind about 
Che agreement, and that Is that the 
President has not only surrendered, 
but ha» given them a decided Jolt. They 
are not, however, much surprised at 
this, for, as a matter of fact, the Presi¬ 
dent has done Just what they expected 
that he would do when found that he 
could not have the bill he first wanted 
passed without the old of Democratic 
votes. His dickering with the Demo¬ 
crats was only done to bring Aldrich, 
Fomker and Knox In line, and when 
he discovered that they would not toe 
the White House mark, he threw up his 
hand. After doing this, the President 
thought that It would be a good scheme 
to explain to his newspaper friends why 
he had changed his position on the rate 
bill, and, therefore. Invited them to visit 
the White House and listen to his ex¬ 
planations. He also concluded that yes¬ 
terday was an opportune time for him 
to send his letter to Congress ripping 
up the back of the Standard OH monop¬ 
oly. It Is said here by men well versed 
In the law* that the amendment agreed 
upon means a broad court review*, and 
during this review* there Is to be no sus¬ 
pension and the old rates of the roods 
&re to stand until the courts make a 
final decision. If this Is so. It Is all that 
Aldrich and his friends have been fight¬ 
ing for, and that the Rhode Island Sen¬ 
ator Is In high glee over *the agreement 
goes without saying.

PRESIDENT EXPLAINS 


His Present Attitude On Railroad 
Rate Measure. 

Washington, May 5.—In view of the 
publications to-day regarding the 
President** position on the question of 
railroad rate legislation und the amen u 
ments proposed, an authoritative state¬ 
ment was Issued at the White House 
to-day defining the President's posi¬ 
tion. The statement follows: 

“The so-called Allison amendment. 
In the President's Judgment, simply 
states affirmatively what the President 
bellevea was already contained in tho 
Hepburn Bill; but. If there Is the 
slightest doubt ns to Its being thus al¬ 
ready contained in the bill, the Presi¬ 
dent would Insist upon its being put 
in because unless It Is contained the 
bill undoubtedly would bv void. 

“Therefore, Incorporating the Alli¬ 
son amendment under no circumstances 
would do anything but good. and. a# 
there in an honest doubt on the pert 
of some sincere adherents of the bill 
whether It Is or Is not already, by Im¬ 
plication, contained In the bill, the 
President Is clearly of the opinion that 
the Allison amendment should be pu‘. 
In. raid this without regard to whether 
other amendments ure or are not 
adopted. 

“If the Hepburn bill, therefore, 
pusses In this form, which In practically 
the exact form In which It pursed the 
House. It will be satisfactory to the 
President, who, from the beginning, bus 
stated that the Hepburn hill Itself 
would he satisfactory. But the Presi¬ 
dent would like If. In addition to the 
Allison amendment, the so-called Long 
and Overman amendment* were adopt¬ 
ed. While the President regards these 
amendments with favor and would like 
to see them adopted, he does not In 
the least regard them #s vital, and feels 
thAt the Hepburn bill would be still In 
excellent shape even without them.** 


GENERAL DEBATE CLOSED 


The to-called Allison amendment to 
the Railroad Rate Bill, upon which the 
Republican side of the Senate Is seek¬ 
ing to agree. Is the product of tbe mind 
of Senator Knox, of Pennsylv.inis, re¬ 
gardless of who formally Introduces 
it. Some time ago the Pennsylvania 
Senator suggested to one of his col¬ 
leagues the adoption of Just such an 
amendment. In fact, almost verbatim 
with that now* credited to Senator Al¬ 
lison. Nothing more was heard of 
the amendment until It was sprung un¬ 
officially upon the Senate with the an¬ 
nouncement that the President had de¬ 
cided to support It. Senator Dolllver, 
of low*, says his colleague Is not re¬ 
sponsible for the amendment. Senator 
Dolllver himself la against the amend¬ 
ment. though If there Is a general Re¬ 
publican agrement In Us favor he will 
n hardly hold out against It- The Iowa 
Senator Is gTeatly cut up over the sit¬ 
uation. It Is plain to be seen that the 
Republican Senators, who have been 
holding out for what they believed to 
be the contentions of the President, are 
of the opinion that he has deserted his 
friends and Joined the Aldrich faction. 
While many contend, even among the 
Democrats, that the Knox amendment 
does not give the courts any more 
power than they possessed under the 
“Hepburn Bill** os passed by the 
House, a large majority of the Demo¬ 
crats and not a few Republicans de¬ 
clare that the latest attitude of 
President, an attitude which may again 
be changed by to-morrow, Is a back¬ 
ward step And a surrender of his origi¬ 
nal principles. 


In the House On the Naval Appro¬ 
priation Bill. 

Washington. May 5.—General debate 
on the Naval Appropriation Bill ter¬ 
minated with the close of to-day’s ses¬ 
sion of the House, one paragraph of 
the bill being ready In order to make 
It the continuing order before the 
House Adjournment. 

International arbitration, the reduc¬ 
tion of our armament, a carefully pre¬ 
pared address on the achievements of 
the navy and a defense of the naval 
programme for 1U07, together with a 
speech In favor of a monument on 
King's Mountain battlc'ield. was the 
feature of this legislative day. Tho*e 
who addressed the House formally 
were Mr. Bnrtholdt, of Missouri; Mr. 
Johnson, of South Carolina; Mr. Webb, 
of North <7*rollna; Mr. Terrell and Mr 
Weeks, of Massachusetts.

At to-day's session of 
the conferees on that measure the crux 
of the sit mil Ion w as reached for the 
first time. The question of the admis¬ 
sion of Arizona und New' Mexico as one 
State was discussed at length. No 
proposition for a compromise was of¬ 
fered. and the meeting adjourned until 
Tuesday. 


Senator Bailey's Opinion. 


Senator Bailey, of Texas, says the 
amendment gives as broad a court re¬ 
view*. a review* “do novo." as could be 
enacted. In addition to this Senator 
Bailey remarked that a railroad attor¬ 
ney could not draw* an amendment 
which would be more satisfactory to 
the railroads of the country. The 
Texas Senator usunlly knows what he 
is talking about. Other Senate Demo¬ 
crats take much the same view. For 
Instance Senator Rayner says: “The 
amendment I regard as 11 surrender on 
the part of the President and an ac- 
ce;nance of a position that the Presi¬ 
dent has heretofore refused to recog¬ 
nize, Inasmuch as it opens the courts 
fur nn entire review of the proceedings 
of the commission without any limita¬ 
tion at all. I hope It is not true that 
the President has consented to this 
amendment.”

BOTH NOMINATED 




Two Conventions Held Amid 
Uproar of Excitement. 


Zenor Men Fail To Gain Rec¬ 
ognition. 


Plans For Settlement In No 
Definite Form. 


ARBITRATION IS PROBABLE. 


Amid a tumult of shouts and cries, 
with delegates on their feet hurling 
Jeers and defiance at their opponents, 
the Democratic convention of the 
Third congressional district of Indiana 
broke Into a row within three minutes 
after It had been called to order at 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoon at Jeffer¬ 
sonville by Mark Storm, district chair¬ 
man. 

While the wildest confusion reigned 
the Zenor faction attempted to gain 
recognition from the chairman on a 
motion for temporary adjournment, 
and when the motion was declared out 
of order they arose to their feet, shout¬ 
ed their motions through the din of 
noise raised by the Cox faction, nomi¬ 
nated Judge Zenor and- left the hsll 
amid (he Jeers and catcalls of the Cox 
contingent. Immediately following this 
the Cox faction organized and proceed¬ 
ed to nominate their man. 

The clans begun gathering early In 
the morning from all parts of the dis¬ 
trict and from the outset It wax ob¬ 
vious that both of the contending can¬ 
didates would be nominated. The 
Zenor forces held secret meetings dur¬ 
ing the morning at the City Hall and It 
was decided to hold a separate conven¬ 
tion if they did not receive recogni¬ 
tion In the regular convention held at 
Spleth's Hall. 

Promptly at 1 o'clock, when the hall 
was well filled with delegates and spec¬ 
tators drawn from all parts of the dis¬ 
trict, attracted by the prospect of a 
lively quarrel on the floor and perhaps 
a pitched battlej Mark Storen. district 
chalrmun. called the meeting to order. 
Edward Fitzpatrick, district secretary, 
called the roll of counties and all re¬ 
ported present. 


Zenor Men Make Test Motion. 


Scarcely had the secretary announced 
all counties represented until Charles 
Scott, of New Albany, a Zenor adher¬ 
ent, arose from his seat with the Floyd 
county delegation and moved an ad¬ 
journment until 3 o'clock. At the same 
moment half a dozen other delegates 
of both factions were on the floor and 
the chairman declared the motion to 
adjourn out of order. The motion had 
been put by prearrangement on the 
part of the Zenor forces to ascertain 
whether the Floyd county delegates 
would be recognized, and w hen the sit¬ 
uation was revealed to theip they at 
once bolted the convention. 

Lined up on one side of the hall, 
every man vainly attempted to be 
heard, but all voices were lost In the 
pandemonium that filled the place. J. 
L. O'Bannon, of Harrison county, nom¬ 
inated Judge G. H. D. Gibson, of Clark 
county, as permanent chairman. Levi 
Scott, the Floyd county chairman, put 
the vote to his followers and Gibson 
was declared elected. Then, in a per¬ 
functory manner. William Pierson, of 
Floyd county, was made permanent 
secretary. 


Zenor Holds Convention. 


In Great Britain and Elsewhere For

Judge Gibson then ordered the roll 
of counties called and five responded. 
Somebody shouted that there were no 
contests, and William Ridley, of Har¬ 
rison county, placed the nnme of Judge 
William T. Zenor, of Corydon, Harri¬ 
son county.

The General Conference of the Meth¬ 
odist Episcopal Church. South, moets 
thin month In Birmingham. Ala., and 
aj* the meeting I* a quadrennial one 
there will come before It many ques¬ 
tion* of great Interest to the 1.600,000 
communicants of this religious body. 
Among these questions is included a 
plan of closer federation with the great 
body of the Northern Methodists. The 
two large Methodist bodies of America 
have been drawing more closely togeth¬ 
er In recent years. They have a com- 
com hymn book and u«e the same form 
of service, and the plan of federation 
now to he considered provides, among 
other thing*, for the transfer of min¬ 
isters from one body to the other, just 
as freely a* the men may now’ be re¬ 
moved from conference to conference. 
It Is believed by leaders on both sides 
that much misunderstanding will be 
done away with If the Southern men 
are welcomed to northern j.nlptfs 
vice versa- Some few are talking about 
organic union, but neither body seems 
ready for that. 

The pastoral time limit I* troubling 
the Southern body, as It did the North¬ 
ern a few* years ago. Methodists. South, 
have a four-year term, which 1* admit¬ 
ted to have worked well. But excep- 
’ tlonal case* demand that a man who 1* 
doing exceptional work In a pn*torate 
be left undisturbed for a longer time, 
and the proposed removal of the limit 
1* designed to meet such case*. It is 
thought probable that the General Con¬ 
ference will favor the proposition 

It is believed that the conference will 
name several new bishops, and of 
course there Is much Interest taken In 
the names nuggested for the honor. 
Among those mentioned In this con¬ 
nection are the Rev. Dr. John J Tlg*rt. 
of Nashville, editor of the Methodist 
Quarterly Review and secretary of the 
General Conference; the Rev Dr. Col¬ 
lins Denny, professor In Vanderbilt 
University; the Rev. Dr. James Atkins, 
of Nashville. Sunday-school editor: the 
Rev. Dr. \V. F. McMurray. pastor of 
Centenary church. St. Louis; the Rev. 
Dr. Seth Ward, one of the missionary 
secretaries, and the Rev. Dr W L. 
Nelms, pastor of a church In George¬ 
town. Tex. 

Two matters of supervl*lon are to 
come before the General Conference. 
The first relates to the bishops, and It 
Is a project to have each bishop as¬ 
signed to the same district for a term 
of four years. The other plan affects 
the tenure of office of the presiding 
elders. Under present rules nothing 
prevents the continuous service of the 
officers, and certain abuses of the sys¬ 
tem are alleged. It Is proposed to ask 


the conference to rule that no man 
shall be appointed presiding elder for 
more than four years out of eight con¬ 
secutive years.

Universities Getting Together.

The suggestion hits been made. In this 
connection, that If the churches accept 
the apportionment plan and thus be¬ 
come business like in their support of 
the societies, the latter should agree not 
to Incur debts In the future. 


A National Association of Unlvernal- 
ist Laymen Is projected, and It I* pro¬ 
posed to call a convention to mset In 
New York at on early date In «>rd*f that 
steps may be taken toward organ. xa. 
tlon. The association sill ultimately 
be. It Is expected, a delegat'd body, 
but the call for the first convention Is 
to be addressed to all laymen in the 
denomination. The purpose o( the 
movement Is the enlisting or the men 
of the church more scner.tl’y * n Bs 
work. 

Part of the plan for the association 
has reference to the Unlv.*r*allst Gen¬ 
eral Convention, to be hold in Philadel¬ 
phia In the fall of next vear. ft Is 
proposed that there shall be held In 
connection with thia convention a great 
auxiliary meeting of laymen, nml the 
effort will be made to secure the at¬ 
tendance of 1.000 Universal!*! laymen 
The Hon. Frank P. Bennstt. premdent 
of the lost General Convention. Is ©ne 
of the leaders In the laymen’s move¬ 
ment. 

Congregatlonallst* are talking of 
adopting the apportionment plan for 
missionary and benevolence support. 
This Is «Ud by leaders in the denomina¬ 
tion to be a remarkable step for It to 
take, as it Is known that many of the 
officers of the six Congregations! so¬ 
cieties were much »>pi>oeM*d to the sug¬ 
gestion when it w*as first made, several 
years ago. But there has just uecn 
held a meeting of a committee appo’nt- 
ed by the National Council, and there 
Is said to have been marked unanimity 
to the effect that apportionment Is th<* 
way oyt of the financial difficulties 
which have besot Congregational benev¬ 
olences. 

Although the committee has given out 
no report of Its actions. It Is asserted 
that previous to Its meeting th*- six 
societies had been asked to make a

Southern Presbyterian* are disturbed 
among themselves over the question of 
federation* with the other American

As a result of this conference there 
has arisen an animated discussion In 
the denomination named, one party 
Claiming that the plans adopted at 
Charlotte mean nothing less than the 
ultimate union of all Presbyterian 
i"in Americas, srhich would I 
effect, the absorption of.ail the other 
bodies by the stronger Northern Pres¬ 
byterian Church, and the other holding 
that nothing more than co-operatk*n is 
Implied or Intended. 

The whole maMvr 1* p-eull ir 
just now. because the General Assem¬ 
bly of the Southern body meets this 
month, and It will be asked to approve 
the plan of co-operation adopted at 
Charlotte. To It* adoption there will 
certainly be strong opposition, and 
there will be cited the fact that two of 
the leading delegate* of the Northern 
Presbyterian Church. Dr*. Moffnt and 
Robert*, declared openly that they ex¬ 
pected the organic union of the 
churelwe.

N EW YORK. May 3 —Olympia, to an 
clent geography, wa* a valley In 
Ella. Pelopanneaua. Greece, celebrated 
a* tho Hanctuary of fcrua limiter* 
and of the Olympic gome*, the nvwt tm tv‘riant 
tif th* gnat public punri of claaalcal antiqul 
ty and the greatest of the four Panbellenlc 
fmttvltlfi of the ancient Onelu. They were 
celebrated at Interval* of four yearn. In honor 
of Zeui. In a aacred Inclaaur* called the Altla. 
In the plain of Olympia, containing many 
templea and other religious. civic and gym* 
no*tic structure*, bealdea very many votive 
work* of art. The festival began with sacri¬ 
fice*. followed by contort* and racing, ~rv*t 
ling. etc., and closed the fifth day with pro¬ 
cessions, sacrifice* and banquet* to the vic¬ 
tors. who were crownwl with garlands of wild 
olive, and on their return home were received 
with extraordinary demtsjstratlans. and wire 
accorded numerous honors and distinctions 
The period of four years Intervening between 
one celebration and the next, called an Olym* 
)>tad. was the mraaure by which ihe Greeks 
aim puled lima.

•tap has been taken towards correcting It. It 
ts the general conviction tn the financial dis¬ 
trict. however, that the huge credit expansion 
In other fields or In all fields lies back of the 
movement towards replenishment of banking 
rnsrrves tn prvparallan for ths continuing re¬ 
quirements. which are seen ahead for the 
carrying on of enterprises already embarked 
upon and dependent for soccers upen a supply 
of fumis to complete them. Great creations 
of new capital, either Issued or in contempla¬ 
tion, afford ths clgarest Index of thses re¬ 
quirements. But the great ex pan a t<m of <bank 
loans tho country over points conclusively to 
ths sxlstsncs of similar conditions In ths 
country's affairs as a whole. Tha. problem of 
meeting the requirements of ths fall expan¬ 
sion of ths demands for circulation appealed 
strongly to bankers before the Han Francisco 
loss** precipitated an acute phase Of tho prob¬ 
lem There are not locking expressions of 
relief amongst tankers that the attempted 
■j>eculutlv* campaign In stocks has proved 
abortive, tn view of ths haxards of the call 
money situation which war* foreseen. 

Th# strong flow of tho incoming lids of gold 
and lbs fftH'un from obstacle# to the move¬ 
ment in furnign money markets are welcomed 
for ths resources supplied fur Ban Francisco'# 
Immediate pressing needs. Remittances l*y 
foreign Insurance companies against fire loss'* 
are bellsvwl to ploy a part In ths gold move¬ 
ment. Riumrt* uiHiit also to some Important 
absorption of American secorltle# fur foreign 
account. But very large borrowings of foreign 
funds have also been mail*, which will figure 
In lbs account for future settlement Th* 
hug« accumulation of cash which has b*en 
made at Ban Francisco is accepted 
as a nec es sa r y prapartion for the 
resumption of banking there, which 
would naturally l* followed by a rush 
of claims from depositors. With a demon¬ 
stration of ability to inset those claims It is 
expected that there will be an early relaxa¬ 
tion of the demand, and a rvium flow of 
currency from Ban Francisco Is looked for 
to follow. 

Home Stress was laid In the latter part of 
th-* week upou the report of the Commwsloner 
of Corporations upon the Standard Oil In¬ 
quiry. which wa# discussed in Wall stre«t 
for eeverai days bt*for* tlx transmission to 
Congress.
